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THE PRESIDENT‘S ADDRESS. 


HE Address with which the President of the Institute 
inaugurated the new session of the R.I.B.A. on 
Monday evening in the presence of a considerable 
rauster of members and guests, while not so controversial 
as that of last year, was fully as stimulating and provo- 
cative of thought. On a variety of subjects of pro- 
fessional and also public interest, such as national 
defence, the need of the Architects’ Benevolent Society, 
exhibition architecture, competitions, the desirability 
of Governmental encouragement of brilliant young 
architects, etc., the President said with his customary 
felicity much that was well-worth hearing ; but perhaps 
greatest interest was aroused by his suggestion of an 
Architectural Vigilance Committee to secure “the 
early publication “of designs for prominent buildings 
and their exposure to public criticism.” 

It is an intriguing idea that would obviously be very 
difficult to put into effect without causing a great deal 
of agitation among architects whose designs were un- 
fortunate enough to arouse criticism. An architectural 
censorship such as, in effect, the suggested committee 
would set up, presupposes a large measure of general 
agreement as to what constitutes good architectural 
design, and it is hardly necessary to add. that such 
agreement does not exist. Indeed, if architects were 
allowed to sit on such a committee (and the President 
hinted at the possibility), it is not difficult, in view of 
the conflict of ideals among architects themselves, to 
envisage circumstances in which the judge might 
suddenly find himself in the dock. 

As Mr. Culpin reminded the meeting, however, local 
authorities already have power, under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, to control elevations, and it is 
a great pity that this power is not more widely used. 
Indifference, opposition even, or lack of competent 
official advice may be possible explanations of the re- 
luctance of many authorities to act, and it might well 
be that if the President’s suggested committee came 
into being it could do useful work in bringing influence 
to bear on such authorities. 

It is doubtful, however, whether public criticism, at 
its best, could do more than turn something bad into 
something innocuous, and, of course, as things are, it is 
not to be denied that that would be a considerable gain. 

There is some consolation in thinking that this problem, 
serious as it is, should be no more than temporary and 
that the first step towards a permanent cure, so far as 
architects themselves are concerned, namely, Registra- 
tion, involving an adequate test of competence, has 
been taken. The next step may be, as Mr. Bossom 
suggested, the compulsory employment of an architect 
for all building work. That, however, at the moment 
would not seem to be practical politics. 

Mr. Goodhart-Rendel has always had the courage to 
say what was in his mind, and his two presidential 
addresses will be long remembered for their originality 
of thought and suggestion as well as for the felicitous 
language in which they were phrased. 


THE ORDNANCE SURVEY. 


HE recent broadcast announcement of new decisions 

in connection with the Ordnance Survey must 

have been welcome to architects and surveyors. The 
most important part of that announcement was that 
in future the basic maps of each area are to be kept 
continually up-to-date, so that issues may not be subject 
to long periodical revisions but be continually printed 
from the revised maps in their latest form. This should 
be of considerable assistance in the ever-increasing 
work of town planning, public utilities and services, 
and in the ordinary daily work of the private 
practitioner. 
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Another useful change of practice will be the applica- 
tion of the grid system to the plan of the country, 
under which the maps will be divided into lettered and 
numbered squares for easy reference and the accurate 
placing of positions. The system was used with great 
success in the war maps of France and Belgium which 
the Field Survey, R.E., maintained, and will be well . 
remembered by old gunners and sappers. Under the 
present Ordnance system positions can be traced only 
by the numbers of various curtilages, many of which 
have been divided subsequently to their original number- 
ing, and none of which can be traced without a careful 
search. Under the grid system any spot on the map 
can be immediately placed by the co-ordinate square 
references. 

Another excellent practice to be established will be 
the production of large-scale maps of urban areas, 
which will form a useful basis for the numerous block 
plans which have to be prepared in connection with 
building plans and site surveys. It has been possible to 
obtain photographic enlargements of the Ordnance, but 
as thickness of lines is increased proportionately by 
these means, the standard of accuracy can be little 
better than by manual enlargement from the 3%, map. 
The new system will bring the traditionally high standard 
of accuracy up to the large-scale basis, and will be ap- 
preciated by many people. 

There has been little real agitation for these.reforms, 
and they are all the more welcome on that account. 
We therefore congratulate the Department, which has 
always been run very economically, upon meeting the 
needs of a large section of the community so hand- 
somely and willingly. 


DEFEAT FOR “YE OLDE.” 


TRATFORD-ON-AVON has on several occasions in 

the past shown an attitude towards its architecture 

which has been approved by those who believe that the 
true approach to architecture is the contemporary. 

Some years ago the Shakespeare Theatre Trustees 
gave practical effect to this belief by rebuilding their 
theatre in modern dress. More recent evidence of a 
proper, independent view is seen in the Town Council’s 
refusal to permit alterations in the Tudor style to be 
made to a building in Henley-street which was stated 
to be late Georgian in period. 

On the owner’s appeal against this decision, a Ministry 
of Health inquiry was held. The owner’s and tenant’s 
case was that the property was in a dilapidated con- 
dition and that’ the wo.k proposed (and in fact partly 
carried out) was to insert oak timbering with cement 
between. That work, it was claimed, was recon- 
ditioning rather than restoration. The Town Clerk’s 
case was that the Council was strongly opposed to such 
alterations in the vicinity of any genuine old buildings. 

The inquiry was closed, and we await with interest 
the findings of the Inspector. For Stratford—as 
Mr. A. C. Bunch, the County Architect, said in the 
course of the inquiry—is not a mere museum but a 
town in which men and women have to live and earn 
their living. No town, whatever its historical asso- 
ciations, can exist long if it denies life to the present. 
Mere copying of old buildings can only. tend to create 
an impression of bogus mock-antique which, in the 
case of Stratford, would be dangerous. 

It is significant that in this case the protagonist of 
realism and rational thinking is the town council. 
Too often, in other such cases, it has been the munici- 
pality which has shown muddled thinking and an 
instinctive trust in sham half-timbering as being repre- 
sentative of our native architectural style. We see in 
Stratford’s action welcome evidence’ of that saner 
outlook in matters architectural which we believe is 
steadily taking root throughout the country.

Recent Gifts to the R.1.B.A. 
Library : An Exhibition. 

A sMaLL exhibition of recent gifts to the 
R.I.B.A. library is being held in the Re- 
ception Room at the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, 66, Portland-place, 
W.1. The R.1.B.A. library has received 
more gifts of interest and importance in 
the last 12 months than in any other year 
of its recent history. 

Among the exhibits is a group of draw- 
ings by J. C. Buckler, of Ashridge, pre- 
sented by Mr. Basil Ionides; designs by 
Sir Robert Smirke for a national] monu- 
ment to commemorate the Napoleonic 
wars and other drawings of considerable 
historical interest from the gift of Smirke 
material presented by Mrs. Dorothy 
Biggar, Sydney Smirke’s granddaughter; 
the recently acquired James Wyatt draw- 
ings for Downing College, Cambridge, and 
the drawing of Wilkins’s scheme presented 
by Mr. Heron; some drawings from a 
large collection of water-coleur sketches 
and architectural drawings by F. C. 
Penrose, which show a little-known 
romantic side to the author of the 
Principles of Athenian Architecture; and a 
rare satirical engraving of John Nash. The 
exhibition also includes a number of addi- 
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tional drawings in the important Barry 
Houses of Parliament collection presented 
by Mr. C.°A. R. Barry. 

The exhibition will be open until 
Saturday, November 19, between the hours 
of 10 a.m. and 8 p.m.; Saturdays 10 a.m. 
and 5 p.m.; and on Monday, November 21, 
from 8 p.m. to 10.15 p.m. Entrance is free.

Ulster Architects’ Registration: 
Bill Postponed. 

CoNSIDERATION of the Northern Ireland 
Architects’ Registration Bill was ad- 
journed in the Northern Ireland House of 
Commons following protests by the Oppo- 
sition as to the mefhod of its introduction. 
The Bill is similar to the British Act, and 
the Minister of Home Affairs merely 
moved that an address be presented to the 
Governor of Northern Ireland asking for 
its application. The measure, he said, did 
not in any way hinder any person from 
designing or supervising the erection of 
buildings, but merely assured that a per- 
son who was not properly qualified could 
not represent himself as an architect. 


Under it Ulster architects would be placed 


on the same footing as their professional 
colleagues in England. 

Mr. J. W. Nixon (Ind. U.) described the 
method of introducing the Bill as

After other criticisms from the Opyosi- 
tion the Government agreed to postpone 
the measure, Members of the House ‘o be 
acquainted with the provisions of the 
British Act in the interval.

An Exhibition 
of Paintings. 

An exhibition. of paintings by Mr. 
Andrew Grandis is now on view at the 
Palser Gallery, 27, King-street, St. 
James’s. This is the first exhibition of 
this young artist’s work, and it sliows 
much promise. The paintings are virile in 
their execution and convey the aimo- 
sphere and character of their subjects. 
The subjects are varied, and include lJand- 
scapes, still life, flowers, boats, etc. No 
endeavour has been made to imitate the 
work of past masters, and the pictures 
would be suited to the sanely modern 
architects’ houses and flats of to-day. 
No. 2, ‘‘ River Fishers,” ig an impres- 
sionistic picture, its subject two fishermen 
in a punt on a river, the punt, the fisher- 
men and the water alone composing the 
picture. In this the artist has captured 
the movement of the water. The main 
colour scheme is in silver, grey and biue, 
and the fishermen, in their blue dress, 
intensify and enhance the value of the 
grey and silver tones of the picture. A 
second favourite is No. 29, ‘‘ The Blue 
Cart,” showing a cottage with barn, and 
a blue farm-cart in the foreground. In 
this picture the composition is good, as 
well as the lighting and colour. It con- 
veys the period of year by the leafless tree 
suggesting an atmosphere of autumn or 
early winter. Amongst the flower pictures 
No. 23, ‘‘ Red Chrysanthemums,”’ is pleas- 
ing, its colour scheme being red and gold, 
and another excellent study is No. 22, 
“Yellow Chrysanthemums”; both are 
strongly painted in a decorative manner. 
Other noticeable examples are No. 18, 
“‘ Wallflowers,” and No. 20, ‘* Richmond 
Bridge—Reconstruction.” 

It is interesting to note in this exhibi- 
tion that the frames do not assert them- 
selves, but are subservient to the pictures. 
The present ones are simple oak flats. The 
exhibition remains open until Novem- 
ber 26.

Parliament-square Scheme : 
Sir Sidney Herbert’s Appeal. 

Sir SipNEY Hersert, M.P. for the Abbey 
division of Westminster, has sent to the 
Prime Minister a letter concerning the 
Westminster House site and the future of 
Parliament-square, 8.W. ‘‘ The question 
of the Westminster House site has now 
come to a head,” writes Sir Herbert, “‘ and 
unless action can be taken during the 
course of the next fortnight it will be too 
late. I am aware of the enormous burden 
of taxation which our rearmament scheme 
must necessarily entail; but in spite of 
this I do beg the Government to recon- 
sider its view and to add a national contri- 
bution to the sums already so patriotically 
offered by the London County Council, the 
Middlesex County Council and the West- 
minster City Council to ensure that Par- 
liament-square shall be saved for ever 
from the indignity of a huge and hideous 
commercial building.”

The course will include lectures 
dealing with the history, theory and prac- 
tice of landscape design, the theory cf 
colour, building and garden construction, 
and parks administration. This will be 
followed by demonstrations, studio exer- 
cises and visits to famous gardens and 
parks.

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COMPETITION NEWS 


New Town Hall, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

The last day for submitting designs in 
competition for the new Town Hall, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, has been extended 
from November 30 to December 31. 





Coseley Council (Replacement) School. 

Coseley Education Committee invite 
registered architects whose address 
entered upon the register is within the 
territory covered by the Birmingham and 
Five Counties’ Architectural Association, 
to submit designs in competition for the 
new public elementary school at Lanes- 
field, Coseley. Mr. A. C. Bunch, 
F.R.I.B.A., is assessor, and premiums of 
£100, £30 and £20 are offered. Conditions 
are obtainable, on deposit of three 
guineas, from Mr. F. J. C. Poole, Secre- 
tary for Education, Education Offices, 
Somerset House, Coseley, nr. Bilston. 
The latest date for designs is January 7. 

Following are points from the condi- 
tions :— 


The school is to be for (1) infants and 
babies, 140 places; (2) juniors—boys and 
girls—250 places. It will be worked as 
one unit, but must be arranged with 
separate access and playgrounds for the 
two sections (1) and (2), although the por- 
tion of the site suggested by the competi- 
tors to be reserved as a playing-field may 
be used in common by the children of the 
two departments. The expenditure on 
the buildings and scheme generally is 
limited by the need of strict economy. 
Reasonable and adequate accommodation 
must be provided for thesheating appara- 
tus and for fuel storage with convenient 
access for delivery: 

Impervious dados of a suitable height 
should be provided, and the floors of the 
assembly halls, class and ‘other teaching 
rooms should be of wood blocks or other 
similar floors on concrete. The build- 
ings should be adequately lit, venti- 
lated, and warmed, and the problem of 
acoustics should be considered in the 
choice of materials. A south-séuth-east 
aspect is considered the most preferable 
for the teaching rooms. A schedule of 
accommodation is given.

November 2.—This last week I went to 
a number of things; and there seems to be 
no question but that a professional func- 
tion assumes a quality which one 
normally associates with work; and it 
loses in the process the sense of gaiety 
which one may assume to belong to a 
social event. Very typical was the pro- 
gramme of films presented by the Gas In- 
dustry at the Cambridge Theatre. The 
fundamental idea of documentary films 
is both sound and enjoyable; and there 
appears to be no reason why such films 
should not enter the field of national 
propaganda and still retain an entertain- 
ment value. What appears to. be so 
essential is the fact that if propaganda is 
to be done by films, and those films are to 
be put up as something which an audience 
can enjoy, then they must be superlatively 
good, to get past the fact that one is being 
asked to buy and at the same time being 
entertained. It obviously can be done, 
because a good many of the American 
films are financed by particular bodies; 
for instance, an insurance company will 
finance a Hollywood film if the moral is 
that one can’t fool an insurance company. 
I imagine the U.S. Government would sub- 
sidise films made in America which indi- 
cate that ‘‘ Crime Doesn’t Pay.” There- 
fore, there is no reason why the gas in- 
dustry should not finance films which 
could be proved excellent entertainment. 

There were six films, and they were 
divided into different categories. The first 
one was pure entertainment—presumably 
to put the audience in a good humour. 
After that, the real business of Gas Edu- 
cation began. 

The last film was produced by Joxun 
TaYLor, and was not for the gas industry, 
although it was financed by them; but 
was a documentary of the London County 
Council work during the last fifty years: 
it is intended as their Jubilee film next 
year. It is extremely good, and a fine 
example of a short documentary which 
has some message to convey. 

N.B.—The insistence during the pro- 
gramme of Gas v. Electricity, and a simi- 
lar insistence on the part of the electric 
companies, strikes me as being rather 
undignified and bad propaganda. 

* * * 


The L.C.C., by the way, must have their 
hands full. The population they ad- 
minister for is enormous, and very dense. 
This film, I think, makes one conscious 
of the great amount of work they have to 
do for the community; and in some way 
makes the following letter which I have 
received from THomMas WALLEY seem 
relevant. 

“Although an engineer, I invariably read 
your ‘ Diary’ in The Builder, with interest 
always, with profit sometimes, with annoy- 
ance more rarely. Anyhow, you, if it is not 
an impertinence to say so, seem to keep 
your eyes open and I am thus emboldened 
to write to ask you if you have ever given 
consideration to the improvement of London 
by the unmasking of certain of its buildings. 

“As illustrations I would mention the 
horrible conglomeration in the Strand which 
occupies the corner of the Somerset House 
site. Can you tell me if the original plans 
provided for a frontage on this corner? At 
present the detached facade in the Strand 
and that round the corner on the street lead- 
ing to Waterloo Bridge look as though they 
should be joined up. The King’s College 
side muddle is not so offensive. 

** Again, the Catholic Apostolic Church in 
Gordon Square is completely spoiled on the 
south by some houses which. badly want 
tearing down and replacing by grass. Have 
you any information as to the original plans 
of this church, e.g., how far it was intended 
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to carry the nave, how high the central 
tower, etc.? I think, old-fashionedly 
enough, no doubt, that the church is Pc 
a leasing ‘example of modern arly 
English, but it is impossible to see it 
properly now. 

“I suppose site value determines the 
retention of these two particular eyesores. 
Another clearance that is, I think, due, is 
that of the buildings at the west of St. 
Bartholomew the Great. It is 7a that 
Canon Savage cannot, as he did at his 
former charge, Hexham Abbey, rebuild the 
nave. St. Bartholomew’s and Carlisle 
Cathedral, also minus a nave, are painful 
to my exact engineering mind, beautiful as 
the remains of both are.” 
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I must confess I do not know the answer 
to Mr. Walley’s question about Somerset 
House. Perhaps a reader could inform 
him and me. As for the St. Bartholomew’s 
problem, this is indeed a real one, but it 
involves a reconsideration of near-by 
markets if the full effect of a rebuilding 
of the nave were to be obtained. !t is 
fairly obvious that if there were a nuriber 
of people like Mr. Walley about, then pub- 
lic opinion would soon force an issue of 
some account. The fact remains that the 
clearing of London is one of the worst 
problems that a town-planner could face. 
Compulsory powers could be adopted, but 
it does necessitate the population as a 
whole demanding these things. 

The church in Gordon-square is a 
localised problem, and some data might 
be obtained from the recent exhibition 
which was held in St. Pancras on the 
growth of that parish or borough.

November 4.—Yesterday was one of those 
days devoted almost entirely to what one 
might call outer interests. It was whata 
Londoner would call a day and a half, and 
the events are too near and too confused 
to rationalise about in'a clear way. 

I went to the ‘‘ Woman’s Fair,” and it 
is not unlike the Ideal Home Exhibi- 
tion, though it lacks the strong motif 
which the latter yearly adopts to create a 
centre of interest. The Glass Hall had

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been hung in fabrics of primary colours, 
and it seemed to me that this treatment 
comp'etely contradicted the airy effect 
which that vast glass roof gives to Olym- 
pia. The hall in itself is a fine thing, but 
it has been disguised, and the result is 
almost claustrophobic. I believe natural 
light to be essential to such vast areas, 
particularly if the floor is to be covered 
with a mass of humanity and general 
activity. 

BERESFORD MARSHALL was responsible 
for the excellent lay-out, but certain 
other architects featured in particular 
displays. RaymMonp McGratrH was re- 
sponsible for a stand which cost £8,000 
and is 200 ft. square. Architecturally it is 
definitely interesting. I spoke to one of 
the salesmen, and what he said proved to 
me sufficiently that good architecture may 
be all the more effective for good display. 

In one corner of the stand is a wash- 
ing machine which functions—i.e., water 
was running through it—and it was at 
this point that people began to take an 
interest; which is fairly definite proof 
that movement in display is one of the 
most important necessities. 

The week-end cottage, which has been 
done by Citve ENtwistLe in conjunction 
with Le CorsusierR, and which I men- 
tioned a week or two ago, is a brilliant 
piece of work. Clive Entwistle told me 
that a number of the houses had been 
sold, and if this is so, it seems a clear 
indication of the public liking contem- 
porary architecture. 

No design could be more advanced than 
this; and I have yet to see a country 
cottage which is as pleasant. The experi- 
ment by ARUNDELL CLARKE will no doubt 
prove to have been a successful one; and 
this is a very definite stage in public 
stimulation of contemporary work. 

N.B.—You must see the Hollywood 
garden and Shirley Temple’s beach house 
iI you want to know how the rich Ameri- 
cans live. My fading impression is one of 
palm trees and Roman pantiles.

Afterwards I went to the Arts and Crafts 
Exhibition, which is being held at the 
Royal Academy. It’is not a large exhibi- 
tion, only about half the rooms being 
used, but there a high standard of craft 
to be seen. 

Some of the furniture is beautifully 
made; but it is extremely expensive. The 
general level of taste is high also, and as 
a whole is a very good answer to the 
critics who state that English design is 
poor. It is perfectly true that it is not 
very advanced in ideas, but it is equally 
true that execution and taste are of a 
superlative order. 

From this sublime state I went to a 
gallery which was certainly startling. 
Miss Guecennetm is giving an exhibition 
of Collages, Papiers-Colles and Photo- 
montages, in Cork-street; and here is a 
world of pictures far removed from those 
that one has been brought up either to 
like or dislike. It is difficult to describe 
the shapes and stuck-on bodies. They 
are certainly refreshing, and some of them 
(viz., the black panel on which are placed 
Saucepan cleaners and nutmeg-graters) 
arc amusing. But I cannot for the life 
ot me take this sort of thing seriously; 
and can only regard it as an experiment 
Which one ought not to miss. 

"here is one drawing there called “ Le 
Socialiste *” (No. 39), which conveyed a 
definite idea of an entity as a serious con- 
tribution to some kind of art form. It 
was done in 1914, and is much more solid 
than the 1938 contingent, while using the 
Same idiom.

And then this day turned to non-archi- 
tectural events. I saw EpirtH LUTYENS’s 
sister, JENNIE AppAMs, defending the fenc- 
ing championship at Bertrand’s Academy. 
Of the processes and the subtleties and 
the rather elaborate conventions of fenc- 
ing there is little I can say; unless it be 
that it appears very brief, and has not the 
element of killing which one imagines a 
duel consisting of. 


Later I called at the A.A., where there 
was a mask ball, which in turn had suc- 
ceeded a dinner given in honour of JELLI- 
cog, the new principal. Whenever I go back 
to the A.A., I am always frightened by the 
thought that as a student, or rather as 
a group of students, we might have 
appeared to our elders in the light that 
the present students appear to me. They 
seemed very boisterous. Jellicoe I spoke to 
for a short while. He seems very con- 
scious of the task that he has taken on, 
and appears to realise the difficulties quite 
clearly; but I have a feeling that he is 
going to restore to the A.A. that sense 
of freedom which the students possessed 
during the time that Howarp Rosertson 
and F. R. Yersury were there. It will be 
interesting to watch the growth of the A.A. 
under Jellicoe after Christmas.

THE LONDON 
ARCHITECTURE MEDAL 


PRESENTATION AT R.1.B.A. 

A FEATURE of the inaugural meeting of 
the 1938-39 Session of the R.I-B.A. on 
Monday, November 7, was the presenta- 
tion, by the President, of the R.I.B.A. 
Bronze Medal and Diploma for 1937 to 
Messrs. Robert Atkinson (Mz. Robert 
Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., and Mr. A. F. B. 
Anderson, F.R.I.B.A.) for their building, 
Stockleigh Hall (Flats), Albert-road, 
Regent’s Park. Making the presentation, 
Mr. GoopHaRrt-RENDEE said that apart 
from the very great pleasure he had in 
presenting the medal where it was so 
richly deserved, there was something par- 
ticular about the award that was very 
appropriate to the general subject of the 
evening. Here they had a block of flats 
that was not built of very expensive 
materials or in any conditions that gave 
an opportunity for exceptional display. 
Perhaps its greatest quality was the merit 
of its simple detail, which in every way 
was suitable to its purpose and expressed 
itself admirably. The building was am 
example of what could be done by the 
right men, and he was sure Messrs. Atkin- 
son and Anderson were very much the 
right men. 

Mr. ATKINSON and Mr. ANDERSON re- 
plied, the latter adding that he particu- 
larly appreciated the honour, since he felt 
that all those who had worked on the job. 
would find in the recognition some fitting 
reward for their efforts. An architect was, 
for the success of his work, dependent on 
the spirit of team-work on the part of all 
concerned, and everyone connected with 
Stockleigh Hall had given of his best. 

Mr. M. I. Tancuan spoke on behalf of 
Messrs. Stockleigh Hall Estates, Ltd., and 
Mr. W. E. Cooper spoke on behalf of 
Messrs. W. F. Blay, Ltd., the contractors. 


Other Proceedings. 


Mr. Ewart G. Cupin, chairman of the: 
L.C.C., proposing a vote of thanks to the 
President for his inaugural address. 
(given on page 918), described the address: 
as being a challenging one, and went on 
to say that if the legislation contained in 
the Town and Country Planning Act was- 
wisely exercised it would go a long way 
towards removing those abominations to 
which the President had referred. It was. 
not everywhere that advantage was taken 
of the Act. It was only in. the few cases 
where an architect was employed as con- 
sultant that they had an opportunity of 
refusing those things which were violating: 
the countryside. 

Mr. Atrrep C. Bossom, M.P., who. 
seconded the motion, said he hoped that 
they would shortly begin to see the bene- 
fits of the Architects’ Registration Act. 
He would like also to see it illegal for 
anybody to submit a set of plans unless 
they were signed by an architect; but 
that was a long way off, and it would be 
injudicious to attempt to bring it about 
too soon. The speaker also mentioned the 
Home Secretary’s statement concerning 
the possibility of the erection of evacua- 
tion camps in various parts of the country, 
and declared that if they were to be 
erected they should be either good enough 
to keep or temporary enough to destroy. 

Before unveiling a bronze bust of Mr. 
Hi. S. E. Vanderpant, the Mayor of West- 
minster, THe PrestpENt said Mr. Vander- 
pant had been one of their most valued 
benefactors. The speaker explained how 
it was that through the generosity of Mr. 
Vanderpant the Henry Florence Hall was

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THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHITECTS 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


Mr. H. 8. GoopHart-Renpet delivered 
this presidential address to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects on Monday 
evening. The President said :— 

At this time last year the address I 
made from this platform inaugurated not 
only the Institute’s session but also my 
term of presidentship. This year my 
address inaugurates a session only, and 
must therefore be differently composed. 
I must speak in it of the immediate past 
as well as of the future, since for that 
past I have some responsibility. Also, 
when speaking of the future, I must re- 
member that the responsibility I still have 
will rest next year upon somebody else. 


For the architectural profession the 
most important recent event has been the 
passage of the Registration Act, an Act 
which, while primarily protecting the 
public, protects also—and must eventually 
heighten—the esteem in which our calling 
is held. I do not suppose that anybody 
not an architect can know how long and 
painful the struggle for this benefit has 
been, nor how much is owing to the devo- 
tion of those whose efforts have secured 
it. Architects, however, know these 
things well, and are deeply grateful to all 
doth within and without the profession 
who have laboured in the cause. 

We have another reason for thankful- 
ness in the official welcome given to out 
services in the present national emer- 
gency. The systematisation of structural 
precautions against air raids has been 
largely in our hands; and the conference 
held here some months ago has been the 
most important step yet taken toward the 
goal. The delays that have occurred in 
making information accessible have cer- 
tainly not been the fault of the Institute. 
In other architectural work needed for 
defence the Institute has arrived at a most 
satisfactory understanding with some of 
the departments responsible, an under- 
standing by means of which outside archi- 
‘tects can share—and indeed are already 
sharing—the burden of an unprecedented 
amount of urgent departmental work. If 
4 crisis like that of a month ago should 
shortly recur, it will find the Institute 
already in touch with those who will com- 
mand its activities, and well organised to 
take its part. A register of all our mem- 
bers is being prepared—a sort of detailed 
catalogue of our resources in men and 
special aptitudes. We also have a com- 
mittee to advise all those who are in doubt 
as to the form their patriotic services can 
most usefully take. 


4Needs of the A.B.S. 

In all those extraordinary activities the 
Institute is being served by its members 
with a zeal beyond all praise.- There is, 
however, one ordinary activity from which 
we must take care that no zeal is with- 
<irawn. The money needed to supply the 
normal demands made- upon the Archi- 
tects’ Benevolent Society, year in and 
year out, is not as easy to come by as it 
should be. Yet those normal demands 
would not abate in any calamity, but 
would rather become intensified; and to 
meet-them as they now are is a necessary 
part of our preparedness. I therefore take 
this opportunity of begging, in paren- 
thesis, for the Society, and suggest that 
there could be no better way of expressing 
approval of the Institute’s efforts to be 
worthy of our profession in emergency 
than that of sendin? some extra contribu- 
tion to the Society’s funds... 


A complete chronicle of the Institute’s year 
appears annually in its report, and there is no 
need to single out for mention to-night any 
one of our purely domestic affairs. From 
among the architectural output of-the year, 
however, | may mention particularly the 
Glasgow Exhibition, not so much for the in- 
trinsic excellence of its layout and of many 
of its buildings as for the lesson it teaches 
that good architecture pays. We believe that 
this lesson has been well digested by those in 
control of our national representation at the 
forthcoming great exhibition in America. 

Nevertheless, good, as the buildings were at 
Glasgow, good as they promise to be at New 
York, we could wish that the designs for 
both had been the subjects of open compe- 
tition. The year of presidentship that I have 
already enjoyed has shown me more plainly 
than ever before both the necessity and the 
difficulty of the Institute’s policy of urging 
that open competitions be held upon all im- 
portant occasions. Its difficulty is sometimes 
real, and is always feared and exaggerated by 
the timid layman who hopes for little better 
in his architect than a man of whom he 
already knows the worst. Its necessity is 
perceived only by those to whom the constant 
advancement of our architecture is an obliga- 
tion due to our national pride. 

What the timid laymen would really like 
best would be to go into a shop full of build- 
ings, as he goes into a shop full of furniture 
to buy one, and to have it re-erected by the 
man who for many years has served him well 
in looking after his drains and small repairs. 
He would then have chosen the building he 
fancied and the man he trusted, and need 
fear no unexpected result. If he were a 
regular, rather than an occasional builder, 
he would like to have at his hand some trusty 
designers so well trained in his preferences 
that he could safely leave them to them- 
selves. 

Now is not all this very natural? Quite 
good buildings are already mass-produced by 
routine, and it may not be long before quite 
good mass-products can be ordered from the 
architectural departments of big shops. It is 
not impossible that such mass-production may 
eventually absorb the major part of our 
country’s architectural activity, and it will 
then be the duty of this Institute, even more 
than it is at present, to mould such mass. 
production into elasticity and into being 
accessible by new ideas. When that state of 
things is in being it may be hard indeed to 
persuade our timid layman that it is his 
duty to plunge into the unknown by pro- 
moting an open competition. At present, 
however, we can assure him that the dangers 
he fears are less than those of which he is 
unconscious; we can warn him that the safe 
man among architects is as often as not the 
tired man; that the building he likes and 
wishes to reproduce may be out of date before 
his reproduction is finished, and that if he 
tries his hand at home architecture with his 
trusty man of drains, he is laying himself 
open to unforeseen perils as real as those of 
home carpentry and home medicine. 

I make no apology for reaching at all 
seasons and in all.places the Institute’s gospel 
of competitions because I think that a great 
many le, while believing it, do not 
realise its paramount importance. The days 
of enlightened patronage are almost over, and 
the number of laymen that can pick a good 
architect is as small as the number of those 
that can pick a good portrait-painter. On 
the one hand, you have a body of employers 
that normally go for their architecture to 
the men they like meeting at golf-clubs or 
at city dinners; on the other, you have a 
body of brilliant young men who are most] 
better at architecture than at ‘‘ mixing ”’ 
or feasting. The work produced by the 

ood mixers and the’ good feasters may often 

e all that ‘its occasion requires, -but it is 
fairly certain to miss opportunities that for 
the general good of architecture ought to be 
taken. Now, the competition, as things are, 
is the only door that can always be kept 
open to the unknown man who has some- 
thing to give that the world of architecture 


needs. If we wish our art not to degenerate 
into a genteel branch of commerce, we must 
see that this door stands wide. 


Architecture cannot thrive without a con- 
stant supply of ideas, and the most fertile 
ideas will often be found in the heads of 
young and unknown men. . Architectural 
ideas cannot be materialised—cannot be fully 
born without opportunities, and I think the 
Institute ought to be a sort of Queen Char. 
lotte’s Hospital for providing what is neces. 
sary for their delivery. As is generally 
known, the President of the Institute is some- 
times asked to nominate architects for par- 
ticular undertakings, and occasionally is able, 
within the limits of his knowledge, to tap 
new veins of ore, to point the way to unex- 
pleited talent. Almost always, however, he 
is asked not who would do the job best, 
but. who thas done most jobs of the same 
kind. I always wonder why architects are 
commonly supposed to be like the’ baker 
in The Hunting of the Snark, who 
‘* could only bake bridecake,”’ or the butcher 
who ‘‘could only kill beavers.’’ In trade 
such specialisation is convenient; it would, 
no doubt, be unreasonable to ask a green- 
grocer for a string of sausages, and I dare- 
say that a good many commercial portrait- 
painters oun run aground if they were to 
tackle seasca There are, moreover, some 
kinds of buildings in which specialised skill 
can only be acquired by experience, but they 
are not many. Nevertheless, it is often im- 
possible to convince the authority wishing 
to build a branch library or a market that 
any architect can possibly do it who has 
not built many libraries or markets before. 
If such authorities only would hold a competi- 
tion with a specialist as their assessor, both 
they and he might learn a great deal. 


Students and State Encouragement. _ 

A great deal has been said and wmitien 
lately about architectural education, and a 
great deal probably remains to be said. My 
own opinions upon the subject. are under- 
stood by some and mistrusted by many, and 
I shall not endanger the peace of this even- 
ing by veasserting them. I wish to point 
out, however, one grave defect for which 
our schools may be a little, and our Govern- 
ment is a great deal, to blame. The young 
English architect who distinguishes himself 
greatly .at school, unlike the young French 
architect, does not thereby obtain any pros- 
pect of public employment. Our Rome 
scholars, our Victory scholars, cannot expect 
to be entrusted by their grateful country 
with the design of as much as a telephone 
kiosk. 
- This, I think, is really.too bad! Govern- 
ment does not always smile on competitions, 
and yet the one alternative way of picking 
young brains for the public good is never s0 
much as thought of. The little blame that 
I will allow to our schools for this lies in the 
apathy with which the big distinctions are 
sometimes regarded, but, if those distinctions 
lead to no practical opportunities, it is quite 
understandable that a practical age should 
deprecate.them. Seeing that the days of 
enlightened private patronage are inevitably 
passing, we are justified in expecting some 
approach towardsenlightened public patronage 
from the State. It never pays a shopkeeper, 
in the long run, to neglect novelties in 1s 
stocktaking, and, if our national shopkeep!ng 
is to be as prosperous as we should like it to 
be, we must be able to put in the window 
public buildings as stimulating and inven- 
tively designed as the new Garde-Meuble in 
Paris or the Stockholm Public Library. In 
the Glasgow Exhibition and in the contrivu- 
tion we are making to the New York Exhibi- 
tion we have been fortunate, but we have n0 

arantee in our present policy that we sball 
+ equally fortunate next time. _ 

I imagine that in architecture the strugzle 
of youthful inventiveness against entrenctred 
secdlensiby would cease at the moment good 
architecture became so desirable in the lzy- 
man’s eyes that he refused to som up with 
not-so-good architecture any longer. This 
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happy state must be a long time coming if 
we are too difficult in our definition of what 
ood architecture is. ‘There is no need to 
wait until the public’s power of discrimina- 
tion becomes greater before we urge it to use 
fully the power of discrimination it already 
has. Inertia and indifference are more respon- 
sible for our inferior architecture than 
ignorance. ‘There must be very few Londoners 
who do not feel faintly disgusted by the way 
in which their city is now being rebuilt, but 
no eifective protest is made. Grumbling there 
is—yes—but peevish, ineffective grumbling 
that speculators can—and do—safely neglect. 


An Architectural Vigilance Committee. 

Yet, perhaps, it is not fair to put our mis- 
fortunes down to public inertia, since a great 
deal of energetic protest is always roused by 
the proposal to destroy a building that in 
any sense is historic. The protests may not 
achieve very much, since a city is a place to 
live in rather than a history book, and historic 
buildings are often badly.in the way of some 
imperative necessity. Nevertheless, the noise 
that is made about any unpopular act of 
desiruction contrasts very curiously with the 
silence in which abominable acts of construc- 
tion are received. If our darling old building 
is taken from us—boo-hoo!—we don’t care 
twopence what they give us instead. No, I 
am afraid that our trouble is not inertia, but 
indifference. We value the historic associa- 
tions of architecture, but we have not yet 
learnt as a nation to put much value upon 
architecture itself. On the other hand, if we 
are not yet eager for the best, our grumblings 
show that we are becoming impatient of the 
worst, and to all grumblers I wish to make 
a constructive suggestion. An architectural 
vigilance committee made up of competent 
persons outside the profession could do an 
enormous amount of good by securing the 
early publication of designs for prominent 
buildings and their exposure to public criti- 
cism. Much of this criticism would, no doubt, 
be vexatious and ill-advised, but some of 1t 
would be valuable and all of it would be 
better heard early than late. Designs sub- 
mitted in competition may be publicly 
exhibited as things are, but the excellent 
nineteenth-century practice of letting people 
know what was coming to them by means of 
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published engravings has yielded in genera! 
to the photographing of what has already 
come and is past all possibility of modifica- 
tion. 

The only actual powers that such a com- 
mittee would have would be that of calling 
attention to new projects, that of organising 
seemed to it un- 
desirable, and that of inviting applause for 
good work that might not otherwise obtain 
recognition. By insisting that buildings 
seen by everybody are everybody’s concern, 
it might overcome a great deal of our national 
apathy in matters of architecture, and might 
divert into more promising channels the fruit- 
less energy of those who oppose inevitable 
change. I do not know whether or not archi- 
tects could sit upon the committee without 
causing difficulty with the other architects 
whose work the committee might condemn, 
seeing that the essence of the committee’s 
proceedings would be publicity, and its 
normal field oi action would be the news- 
papers. Our Institute has always held that 
no professional etiquette should restrain an 
architect from offering criticism prompted by 
his conscience as a citizen—but there.is such 
a thing as asking for trouble. Moreover, 
timidity does notoriously restrain us from 
calling attention to our brothers’ ‘misdoings 
even when it is in the public interest that 
they should be frustrated. 

Against my proposal it can be urged that 
we already have a Fine Arts Commission, and 
in some places voluntary architectural panels. 
I say in reply that the Fine Arts Commission 
hardly ever speaks until it has been spoken 
to, and that architectural panels deal by their 
nature with much smaller matters than those 
I have in mind. My idea of a vigilance com- 
mittee is one that would speak quite loudly 
when nobody had spoken to it at all, often, I 
hope, in praise as well as in blame... . 


Architecture and Comfort. 

It is not only in the prevention of eyesores 
that the public ought to exert itself, there 
is also much it should do to secure its com- 
fort as householders and workers. One of 
the main occupations of building speculators 
during the last decade has been the provision 
of slum housing for the well-to-do, and 
countless people, who could afford to keep 
servants but can’t get them, have poured in 
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from spacious suburbia to the terrible zones 
of overcrowding in genteel London. In many 
a highly rented flat the inhabitant is less. 
comfortable, being still animate, than he may 
hope to be in his equally spacious coffin, yet 
he submits in his thousands to being confined 
in it, with an electric refrigerator and a few 
other little gadgets to keep him quiet. I do 
not, suggest that he should strike by refusing: 
to live anywhere, because I believe that 
various less heroic courses are open to him. 
There are still places in London, accessible 
but unfashionable, where little houses and 
Victorian flats offer decent accommodation 
that would be within his means. There are 
not enough of these, no doubt, but they still 
exist. Furthermore, I should imagine that. 
the building societies would gladly turn from 
the multiplication of Tudor homelets on 
arterial roads to the assistance of groups of 
five or six people who wished to have a block 
of flats built for their advantage and not for 
that of an intermediary speculator. These 
blocks would not be in Quality Close (late 
Cesspit Mews), Mayfair, but they would be in 
those often agreeable regions deserted by old 
eng which have not yet tempted the 
arge speculator to make them uninhabitable. 
I feel sure that a group of really determined 
householders could find in “such places sites. 
where value would be low enough to allow 
them to house themselves decently, for no 
more money than they pay at present. 


Whether my particular ideas are prac- 
ticable or not, I am certain of the practica- 
bility of my general proposal that the public 
should be helped by being taught to help 
itself. Architects are blamed for supplying 
the noxious products that people are content 
—even anxious—to buy, and, although this. 
blame would be reasonable if architects were 
absolute, it is unfair to them in their present 
conditions of employment. The man who 
gambles in an undesirable patent medicine is 
much more the public enemy than the man 
who dispenses it, in most cases quite un- 
suspectingly. Architects regarded singly are 
men with their living to make, but collec- 
tively, through this Institute and otherwise, 
they may hope to be educators and in some 
degree reformers. I am convinced that the 
best approach they can make to reform will 
be by persuading the public to promote 
common welfare by common exertion.

Tue City Hall, Norwich, which was 
opened by the King and Queen on Octo- 
ber 29, is not steel-framed but is con- 
structed with solid brick walls.- There 
are, of course, steel beams carrying the 
floors and spanning the supporting walls, 
but there is little vertical steelwork in the 
building. The roof is constructed of rein- 
forced concrete and is covered with 
asphalt. Two kinds of stone have been 
used as facing materials, Clipsham for 
the lowest storey and Ketton for the 
ground fleer. The latter has also been 
used for most of the other-external stone- 
work. Above the first floor the walls are 
faced with hand-made multi-coloured 
bricks from Buckinghamshire, the warm 
brown tones of which were chosen to 
harmonise with the Ketton stonework. 


Decorative features externally are two 
bronze heraldic lions flanking the front- 
entrance and the three figures symbolising 
** Recreation,” ‘‘ Wisdom ”’ and “ Educa- 
tion,’ which occupy the niches in the 
wall of the Council Chamber overlooking 
the courtyard. These are the work of Mr. 
Alfred Hardiman, A.R.A. Mr. James 
Woodford, A.R.A., was responsible for the 
eighteen plaques on the bronze doors at 
the main entrance, depicting episodes in 
the historical and industrial life of the 
city. The group of heraldic sculpture over 
the entrance to the rates hall in Bethel- 
street is the work of Mr. Eric Aumonier. 
Two panels over the entrance to the police 
station were by Mr. H. Wilson Parker. 

The tower at the north end of the build- 
ing rises to the height of 185 ft. above the 


pavement level and, in addition to the 
housing of water tanks, contains four or 
five rooms which will be used for storage, 
A small electric passenger lift is installed, 
An electrically controlled clock with four 
clock faces each fourteen feet in diameter, 
and a bell weighing nearly three tons for 


‘striking the hours are also part of the 


equipment.of-this tower, which is crowned 
with a copper-covered lantern. 
PLaNNING.—The internal planning pro- 
vides accommodation for the various 
municipal departments on five floors. On 
the lower ground floor, which, owing to a 
fall of about 15 ft. in the level of the 
site across the extent of its frontage, 
is at ground-floor level at the St. 
Giles-street end of the building, is the

Registrar’s department, with its own 
entrance; and at the back, on the 
lower ground floor level, is the 
juvenile employment bureau of the 
Education Department, which is 
entered by way of a ramp from the 
courtyard. The City Engineer’s 
costing department is also accom- 
modated on this floor. 

Accommodation on ground and 
first floors may be studied from the 
plans reproduced. 

The municipal offices of the de- 
partments of the Town Clerk and 
the Director of Education are 
accommodated on the second floor, 
and the top floor.is occupied by 
those of the City Engineer, the City 
Architect and the Water Engineer, 
the various drawing offices being 
equipped with north lights. 

The walls of the ground floor of 
the entrance hall and the main 
landing on the first floor, which 
leads to the committee suite and 
the council chamber, are lined with 
Italian ‘‘ Bianca del Mare” and 
‘“* Nabresina ” marbles, and the piers 
to the main staircase with English 
marble from Ashburton. The floors 
of the hall and landing are paved 
with stones from Gloucestershire 
and Derbyshire. The walls of the 
council chamber are panelled to the 
height of the window sills with 
Honduras and Cuban mahoganies, 
with small mouldings and inlays of 
brass; above the sill level the walls 
are plastered with a special acoustic 
plaster. The members’ seats are of 
the same woods, upholstered in 
morocco leather. The curtains have 
been specially designed and woven, 
and bear heraldic symbols taken 
from the City Arms; the latter are 
given a central position as a decora- 
tive focus on the canopy over the 
Lord Mayor’s chair. Many beauti- 
ful woods are used in the panelling 
of other rooms on the first floor. All 
the corridors, which are spacious 
and well-lit from the central light 
courts, have as floor-covering com- 
pressed cork tiles, and the majority 
of the chief officers’ rooms have 
been similarly finished. The genera! 
offices are covered with the heaviest 
quality of linoleum. All the furni- 
ture has-been specially designed by 
the architects. The building is 
warmed on the electrical thermal 
storage system, from concealed 
panels embedded in the plaster 
ceilings, and the entire heating 
system is controlled by automatic 
switch devices and thermostats. 
There is also a ventilation plant in 
the basement for supplying washed 
and warmed air to the council 
chamber and committee rooms, and 
for extracting the vitiated air. 

The new Police Offices, which ad- 
join the City Hall on the Bethel- 
street side, are finished generally in 
the same manner as the main 
building. 

The Minister of Health has now 
given his approval to the first. por» 
tion of the future-extension along 
the west side of the site, facing the 
fire station yard. This will be occu- 
pied by the Medical Officer of 
Health’s Department, including a 
tuberculosis clinic, and will actually 
join on to the present building and . 
form part of the complete scheme,

Tue site for this building—ad- 
jacent to the Thames Rowing Club 
premises on the Embankment, 
Putney—has a frontage of approxi- 
mately 36 ft., with an overall depth 
of 123 ft.6 in. The boathouse is for 
Imperial College, 

The whole of the ground floor is 
utilised for the storage of boats, 
with the exception of the boiler 
house and workshop, and will house 
12 racing eights, 3 fours, 4 pairs and 
7 sculling boats, stored in tiers on 
sliding racks, designed by Mr. 
Charles Bristow, of the Imperial 
College Boat Club. 

The first floor consists of a club- 
room at the front, giving a clear 
view of the river from Putney 
Bridge to Hammersmith Bridge, 
sliding and folding windows permit- 
ting the whole of the front being 
opened. The changing-room has 
locker accommodation for 100 per- 
sons, behind which lavatories, 


washing-basins and 12 _ shower- 
baths are provided, in addition to 
washing- and drying-rooms. 

The principal feature of interest 
is the practice rowing’ tank, 
situated over the changing-room at 
second-floor level, and approached 
by an external staircase.’ This 
8-oared rowing tank is constructed 
of reinforced concrete, lined with 
asphalt, and can be floodlit to per- 
mit of practice being carried out at 
night, 

The flat roof over the club-room 
has been designed for use as a 
grandstand. It was found necessary 
to pile the whole site on account of 
heavy loads occasioned by the prac- 
tice rowing tank. 

The building was designed by Mr. 
Brian L. Sutcliffe, F.R.I.B.A., the 
consulting engineers being Messrs. 
R. T. James’and Partners, and the 
quantity surveyors Messrs. H. W. 
Langdon and Every.

MAN CHES TEA 


Tue Manchester (Ringway) Air- 
port, recently opened, is an excellent 
example of a municipal building of 
this kind. Following are some 
descriptive notes :— 

Type or Burmtvine.—Airport ter- 
minal and control building, with 
hangar (initial building). 

Nature OF Prostem.—A building 
to accommodate the offices for air- 
line companies, with semi4perma- 


nent Customs and Air Ministry con-. 


trol Departments, and offering 
facilities for public use, with res- 
taurant and tea-rooms. 

AccommopaTion.—In the control 
tower are Air Ministry Control and 
Wireless staff rooms, meteorological, 
pilots’ and staff rooms; airport 
general and manager’s offices, and 
teleprinter room. On the ground 
- floor are four airline offices off pub- 
lic hall; Customs examination and 
officials’ offices; restaurant and 
kitchen accommodation; and public 
lavatories. There is a roof deck 
over ground floor, with café and 
sight-seeing accommodation. 

The hangar is 175 ft. by 120 ft., 
with a door opening of 130 ft. by 
22 ft. high. Adjoining on the north 
side are mechanics’ lavatories and 
locker rooms, workshops and first- 
aid and medical inspection rooms 
and maintenance store, with airline 
companies’ stores and fire engine 
and motor ambulance garage on the 
east side. Petrol and oil store and 
filling-station are also provided. 

Layout.—This building is the first 
of a group to be planned in echelon, 
with the future terminal buildings 
placed in the foremost position 
flanked by hangars. 

Pian.—The business of the airport 
centres around the main hall, which 
is entered from the forecourt on the 
side of the building adjoining the 
road. From the hall access to the 
several offices and restaurant is 
simple. The control and airport 
offices are accessible from the hall, 
and have also easy supervision over 
the apron and aerodrome. 
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THE BOOKING AND WAITING HALL. 


StrucrurEe—of the hangar is steel 
stanchions and tie beams, concrete 
cased with reinforced concrete panel 
walls up to 22 ft. high; of the offices 
—walls, floors and roof carried on 
steel joists with heating basement 
and beer cellars in_ reinforced 
concrete. 

Walls in hangar and workshops 
are of reinforced concrete; and in 
offices and control tower brick. 
Roof construction in the hangar is 
* Ruberoid ” steel decking on steel 
purling on steel trusses. In the 
offices and control tower roofs are 
wood joists and boards. 

LIGHTING AND SeRvices.—Electric 
lighting is provided throughout, and 
special flood lights at high level 
serve hangar. The heating is by 
accelerated hot water, with radiators 








in the offices and control tower from 
a calorifier in the hangar. 

FrnisHes.—Externally there is a 
white cement finish to all external 
brick and concrete walls, “off 
white’ painted weather-boarded 
walls to café and the highest portion 
of the control tower, with azure blue 
painted bands to roof overhangs and 
hangar and workshop doors. 

The cost was approximately 
£42,000, and the general contractors 
were Messrs. C. H. Godfrey and 
Son, Ltd., of Gorton, Manchester.

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THE ARTS AND CRAFTS 
EXHIBITION 


THe 50th Anniversary Exhibition of the 
Arts and Crafts Society, now open at the 
Royal Academy, is the largest yet held—th» 
all-round excellence of exhibits sent in having 
necessitated its extension. Following are a 
few notes on the various sections :— 

ARCHITECTURAL ScuLprure.—The use of 
sculpture, such as the carved stone panels of 
birds and animals for Hertford County 
Library, in association with architecture is 
shown in examples for various purposes. Small 
animals in wood or bronze are suited to almost 
any house, metal door-knockers and fountains 
in such forms being amusing examples. The 
domestic setting afforded by the exhibition 
shows the suitability of sculpture for domestic 
interiors. ; 

Lettering in stone shows the improvement 
in the standard of monumental lettering. The 
public is now becoming aware of the impor- 
tance of this English art and the use of 
English stone as opposed to the imported 
marbles which have disfigured our church- 
yards during the last century. — ; 

Book Propuction.—The revival of interest 
in bookbinding is pronounced, especially for 
church use. 

CauicrapHy.—The class begun by Edward 
Johnston in 1898 gave a great impetus to 
the study of caligraphy. The wide uses to 

_which fine writing is put is seen in varied 
exhibits. 

Emsroipery.—Embroidery reflects the 20th 
century and the change in women’s lives and 
interests. In the mass-produced _ section 
machine embroidery demonstrates the _possi- 
bility of the craftsman-designer in industry, 
the designs being free and often fantastic. 

Furniture.—Two different schools of design 
are shown in this section. In Room 1 crafts- 
men in the Cotswold tradition display furni- 
ture designed to express the material, and to 
demonstrate its perfect construction. In 
Room 2 the designer tends to the avoidance of 
structural joints. Surfaces are smooth, and 
decorative elements are shown in fluting and 
grooving. Novel features such as the beef- 
bone handles and motifs on a pearwood and 
ebony sideboard, or pigskin legs and handles 
on a cabinet, are in evidence, also cantilever 
elements as shelves and sliding plate-glass 
fronts instead of cabinet doors. Dark and 
warm-coloured woods are seen in juxtaposition 
with light and cream woods, and many novel 
tropical woods are utilised. 

GLasswarE.—English glass displays simple 
lines and excellent proportions. In some 
cases diamond point engraving is used in 
modern designs. There is a special section of 
glass exhibits from Sweden. 

GoLp AND SILVERSMITH’s Worxk.—Improved 
design in silverware industrially produced has 
resulted mainly from the craftsman’s efforts ; 
in the exhibition fine examples may be seen 
of work by the individual craftsman and by 
industry. 

JEWELLERY AND Enamets.—The modern 
trend in jewellery is towards individual treat- 
ments, designed to harmonise with the clothes 
‘worn by the owner, rather than expensive 
pieces which have no relation to the wearer’s 
personality. 

Porrery.-—Pottery heads, actually sculpture 
in pottery, are an unusual feature in this sec- 
tion, for they are thrown pots modelled with 
sculptural forms. 

Rucs.—Rugs are of two types, woven or 
tufted ; some combine the two techniques with 
excellent results. 

Srarnep Grass.—In this section some of the 
most important work has been executed by 
women. While some designs are traditional 
there are windows unconventional in design 
and technique. A new method by which the 
use of lead is dispensed with is shown for the 
first time in a window depicting John the 
Baptist. By entering the dark room in this 
gallery some fine effects in modern stained 
glass are gained. 

TrextTiLes.—Printed textiles are varied, a 
much wider selection being shown than in 
former exhibitions.

Electricity Tariffs. 
To THE Epitor or The Builder. 


Sir,—For some time past a movement 
has been developing in various parts of 
the country which is seriously affecting 
the pockets of electricity consumers. 
Taking advantage of their monopolistic 
privileges certain suppliers are laying a 
toll upon consumers in a manner which 
may be legal (though that is not at all 
certain), but which we believe is repug- 
nant to the feelings of most Englishmen. 

Individuals or firms who have enjoyed a 
certain form of electricity tariff for some 
time are now being met with a threat to 
withdraw the tariff and to substitute a 
much more onerous one unless, in addi- 
tion to lighting, they use electricity for 
cooking or heating. This means the scrap- 
ping of expensive apparatus and the pur- 
chase of new fittings. In some cases with- 
in our knowledge it has meant an ex- 
penditure of over £300. 

At the moment this ‘ drive ” is particu- 
larly evident in the case of cafés, restau- 
rants, hotels, clubs, blocks of flats, etc., 
but it is extending, and similar demands 
of which we have knowledge have been 
made in the case of hairdressers, furnish- 
ing houses and provision stores. 

Many cases have been reported to us 
and some of them have been painful. 
There is, for instance, one in which a 
widow sank her capital in a restaurant 
which has since given her a modest living. 
Now she is faced with a demand that un- 
less she removes her present cooking 
appliances and cooks by electricity her 
tariff will be withdrawn and she will be 
mulcted in a much heavier sum. In the 
ease of a block of flats the supply com- 
pany stated their intention of raising the 
standing or fixed charge to nine times its 
original figure. 

This Association is not directly con- 
cerned as to whether electricity consumers 
use electricity, gas, coal or oil for cooking 
and heating, but it is concerned to pro- 
tect the public as far as possible from 
undue pressure to use a particular form 
of fuel amounting, in its opinion, in some 
cases to duress, and it is well that elec- 
tricity consumers, generally, who sign 
agreements for one year, should realise 
that, at their expiration, the terms may be 
altered for the worse at the will of the 
suppliers. 

Individual consumers can do little, but 
a combination of consumers can do a great 
deal; and if any of your readers should 
meet the circumstances outlined above, 
or should have to face any difficulty in 
connection with their electricity charges 
we ask them to communicate with us 
immediately.

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BUILDING INDUSTRIES 
NATIONAL COUNCIL 


Half-Yearly Meeting. 
The half-yearly meeting of the Building 
Industries National Council was held at the 


Royal Institute of British Architects on - 


Monday, October 31. The President, Myr. 
John M. Theobald, P-P.S.I., was in the 
chair. 

In opening the proceedings the President 
formally notified the Council that they were 
now in occupation of their new and greatly 
improved offices at 85, Gloucester-place, WI, 

The report of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee, which dealt in detail with the admin- 
istration of the Council, was presented by 
the chairman, Mr. Sydney Tatchell, 
F.R.I.B.A. The report also dealt with such 
matters as the effect on the industry of risks 
of war damage to property, and the effective 
dissemination throughout the industry of 
up-to-date technical information, and ihe 
findings of current technical research. A 
report was submitted to the Council by Mr. 
A. Strachan Bennion, F.S.I., the- honorary 
treasurer, setting out the decisions to date 
of the Committee appointed by the Council 
to examine the position with regard to all 
aspects of research and information. 

In dealing with the report of the Special 
Committee for Public Relations, the Chair- 
man, Mr. Sydney Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A., dealt 
fully with the work of the Committee, and 
particularly with the effect on the industry of 
the trend of Government expenditure both 
on rearmament and air-raid precauticns, 
and the general concern of the industry as to 
the structural aspect of air-raid precautions 
proposals. It is hoped to produce in the 
near future a brief but comprehensive report 
on the part the industry can play on this 
important subject. 

The chairman in this respect emphasised 
the importance to the industry of a balance 
as between public and private expenditure 
being maintained. At the present juncture 
the Committee hoped to concentrate public 
opinion to an increasing extent on the im- 
portance of maintaining total investment ex- 
penditure generally, and of regarding public 
expenditure as complementary to private ex- 
penditure and not in any way as a substi- 
tute. Only by such an economically balanced 
expenditure could the activity of the industry 
be maintained. 

Mr. E. C. Harris, Vice-Chairman, present- 
ing the report of the Advisory Committee 
on Building Acts and By-laws, outlined the 
action the Council propose to take in con- 
junction with the London County Council on 
the matter of the administration of their 
building by-laws, particularly in the matter 
of protection from fire. Mr. C. Roland 
Woods, in referring to this matter, empha- 
sised the importance of keeping the adminis- 
tration of the by-laws in consonance with the 
improving technique of the industry, and of 
minimising delays in obtaining consents. 
Mr. C. H. Bedells, P-P.S.I., and Mr. John 
Dower, A.R.I.B.A., also referred to the prac- 
tical importance to the industry of the le- 
tailed administration of town planning by 
the London County Council, and to the 
increasing need for public authorities gener- 
ally to regard their administration as com- 
plementary to the operation of the building 
industry, and not as a restrictive influence

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_ LECTURE BY THE SURVEYOR. 

Mr. W. Goprrey ALLEN, F.R.I.B.A., 
Surveyor of St.. Paul’s Cathedral, recently 
delivered- a lecture at Carpenters’ Hall, 
in the City of London, his subject being 
“The Woodwork in-the Cathedral.’’ Mr. 
Louis Jacob, Past-master of the Worship- 
ful Company, presided. 

The lecturer said that in the days when 
St. Paul’s was rebuilt there were no 
general contractors, and the works were 
executed by a number of masters or fore- 
men by task work, day work or small con- 
tracts. As a rule materials were supplied 
by the Church authorities, who obtained 
them direct from the producers, but in 
cases where they were supplied by the 
masters they were charged as separate 
items. The accounts for task work were 
paid according to a prearranged rate 
after the work had‘ been measured by 
one of the officers of the Church, the 
masters dealing with their own labour. 
But where work could not be valued by 
measurement it was done en a time basis 
described in the accounts as day work. 
The authorities paid monthly at the rate 
of 2s. 6d. to 3s. a day for. skilled workmen 
and 3s.:a day for masters. 


The Models. 

In the years immediately following the Fire 
little was done about the Cathedral, and it 
was not until 1668 that it was finally decided 
to erect an entirely new building; and after 
this another seven years elapsed before re- 
building actually commenced. During this 
time preparatory work was in progress, such 
as taking down the ruinous walls of the old 


building, and carpenters were employed in - 


making bridges, making and mending tread- 
ways, setting up scaffolds, and also in con- 
structing a ram to beat down the walls. 
Meanwhile, Wren was busy with his designs 
for the new Cathedral. Models were made of 
two of the designs, and it was in connection 
with these models that the joiners first figured 
in the accounts. The earliest model was made 
at a time when, for financial reasons, it was 
not considered practicable to erect a cathe- 
dral on the existing scale, and it represented 
a comparatively small church, comprising a 
rectangular choir, with galleries built over 
external loggias and with a domed vestibule 
at the west end. 

This model was erected between 1669 and 
1671 by a master joiner, who received 
£200 15s. for his work. It was rejected, and 
another, known as ‘‘ the great model,” was 
prepared in oak, limewood and plaster, 19 ft. 
long by 13 ft. 6. in. wide. This model was com- 
pleted in 1674, and cost well over £600. It was 
now i the Trophy Room. The plan was that 
of @ Greek cross with a vestibule finished 
with a colonnaded portico at the west. A 
commencement appeared to have been made 
with the building from this design, but, upon 
objection being raised against it, yet another 
design, known as the Warrant design, was 
prepared, and that was the basis. of the 
presen: cathedral. 

Actual building work was started in 1675 
at the cast end of the site. In the early stages 
of the work there was little for joiners to do, 
but from the very beginning one or two of 
them were kept busy making moulds, levels, 
tules and squares for the masons, and also 
large boards on which details of the work 
could he set out full size. The carpenters were 
employed putting up scaffolding, centring and 
railing, together with sheds for the accom- 
modation of other trades. All such work was 
ol a temporary character. The chief perman- 
ent work of the carpenters was in the roofs, 
which were carried out as the successive stages 
im the building, were reached. At first roof 
construction was done on a day basis, but 
later, after experience in the work had been 
gained, large sections were undertaken by 
agreement for definite sums. In this way John 
ngland, a master carpenter, carried out the

-north and south library roofs.as well as several 
_bays of the nave roof, while in the roof at 
the west end of the nave he was associated 
with another master, Richard Jennings, in a 
joint agreement. Oak was the sole timber 
used, and one of the duties of the masters was 
to go about the country, choosing and mark- 
ing suitable timber for the building. Supplies 
were obtained from various places, and a cer- 
tain amount of large timber was presented by 
the Duke of Newcastle from his estate at 
Welbeck Abbey. 


Construction of the Roofs. 

Mr. Godfrey Allen continued : In 1689 the 
walls of the choir were sufficiently far 
advanced for the roofs there to be commenced. 
In the triforium galleries the roofs are 
trussed pent roofs with purlins, and they are 
divided into bays by the. flying buttresses 
from the vaults. The tie beams are let into 
the walls at one end and notched to side 
beams running along either side of these 
galleries and supported by storey posts. The 
roofs of the cathedral being lead covered, the 
boarding is generally laid from the base up- 
wards and nailed to horizontal common 
rafters framed to the principal rafters. But 
in the galleries the boarding is horizontal, the 
rafters being laid vertically and framed into 
the purlins. This type of construction is 
followed in the roofs decaghiaeh the triforium 
galleries, except in those parts adjacent to 
the north and south libraries, where the roofs 
are flat. The main roofs of the choir, nave 
and transepts are constructed with kingpost 
trusses ery 9 ft. centre to centre, and with 
a span of 43 ft. 6 in. between the piers. The 
trusses receive lateral support from the 
common rafters, which are cogged-jointed to 
principal rafters. The tie beams measure 
14 in. by 12 in., kingposts 12 in. by 11 in., 
and the principal rafters 14 in. by 12 in. 
Altogether, there are fifty-one trusses of this 
size in the main roofs, and if the other roofs 
are taken into calculation it will be realised 
what an immense quantity of timber was 
required in the building. Heel and stirrup 
straps are used, though the latter are without 
the gib and cotter, and merely bolted to the 
posts; but there are no three-way straps at 
the junction of the kingpost and principal 
rafters. The tie beams were sawn to the 
shape of the tree, the upper sides still bear- 
ing traces of the bark, and the kingposts had 
to be trimmed to suit the beams, which often 
are far from horizontal. Some of the tie 
beams are also curved in their length and the 
posts, which had, of course, to fit the ver- 
tically set up principal rafters, are sometimes 
found to be seated partly off the beams. 
It was not always possible to get beams of the 
length required and in these cases they. were 
scarffed. At the west end of the nave, where 
the large saucer dome over the vestibule had 
to be accommodated, the tie beams were 
omitted and collar beams with struts sub- 
stituted. 


Woodwork in the Dome. 

But the outstanding roof carpentry at St. 
Paul’s is in the dome. Wren was a great 
carpenter, and in one of his earliest works, 
the Sheldonian Theatre at Oxford, he 
executed a veritable tour de force which 
aroused the admiration and wonder of the 
learned men of his day. This was an in- 
genious timber truss which enabled him to 
span a space measuring 70 ft. by 80 ft. with 
a flat ceiling without anything to ate it 
between the outside walls. In the timberin 
of the dome of St. Paul’s Wren foun 
another problem in carpentry which must 
have excited his imagination to quite a 
remarkable degree. The work was carried 
out on a day basis between 1706 and 1708 
by Richard Jennings, who succeeded Long- 
land as master carpenter on the latter’s dea 
in 1706. Wren had a high opinion of Jennings, 
who rose from being an ordinary carpenter at 
2s. 6d. a day, and so much was he impressed 
by his skill and diligence in his performance 
of the centring of the dome.that he awarded 
him a gratuity of fifty guineas. Exactly what 
this centring was like we do not know, as no 
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drawings exist,.and we have only the accounts 
given by Wren’s son in the Parentalia to 
rely upon. From this we learn that it was 
a centre with no standards below to support 
it and that, every storey being circular and 
the ends of all the ledges meeting as so many 
rings, it supported itself. It constituted both 
centring and scaffolding, and after the dome 
had been completed, it. remained up for the 
use of Sir James Thornhill, the painter. 

The great constructional feature of the 
dome is the brick cone. From this radiate 
thirty-two timber trusses, each comprising 
three main beams supported by uprights of 
which the lower members stand on a sole 
plate resting on a stone counterfort. The 
outer ends of the beams are framed into the 
curved principal rafters and the inner ends 
rest on stone corbels built into the cone. 
Principal rafters, uprights and beams are 
stiffened with struts and iron straps, and the 
trusses are given lateral support by the 
common rafters which are framed to the 
principal rafters. The principal rafters are 
let into the base of the cone at intervals, the 
intervening rafters being cut short to form 
pockets for the admission of light to the 
upper windows of the cone 


** Joiner into Carpenter.” 


Once the structure of the choir and roofs 
was finished, said Mr. Allen, the joiners 
began to loom as largely in the accounts 
as the carpenters. At first they were em- 
ployed in making models of the several parts 
of the choir to serve as a guide for the 
works to be executed. The extent to which 
models were used in the building of St. 
Paul’s might seem surprising to architects 
of to-day, for not only were they made of 
all important features of the building, but 
of details also. Full sized models were raised 
into position in order that Wren might judge 
the correctness of the mouldings and details. 
The models having been approved, the fram- 
ing of the stalls was erected and the wains- 
cot prepared. The ckoir joimery occupied a 
little over a year. The oak was carefully 
cut to show as much figure as possible, and 
stained with a reddish colouring matter to 
which varnish was sometimes applied. Raised 
and fielded panels set in moulded frames - 
with or without the addition of plain bolec- 
tion mouldings were general in fittings 
throughout the Cathedral, but in the choir 
the bolection mouldings were richly carved, 
though with careful regard to the true sec- 
tion of the moulding, which was never lost 
or confused. 

A certain amount of carved work was 
charged for in the joiners’ accounts, but the 
great bulk of the carving, was carried out 
by Grinling Gibbons and his trained staff 
of assistants. Oak and limetree were used, 
the former for features of a bold or struc- 
tural character such as the eight great figures 
on the organ case, and the latter for details 
of a delicate and purely decorative character 
such as swags and panels of fruit and flowers. 
The materials were generally found and pre- 
pared by the joiners, who charged for glue- 
ing them together in layers ready for the 
carvers and for fitting and pinning. Gibbons’s 
woodcarving in St. Paul’s was entirely con- 
fined to the choir, and his total accounts 
there amounted to £2,992. 

Another carver whose work in St. Paul’s 
was praised by Mr. Allen was Jonathan 
Maine, who was described as a carver of 
the first importance, compensating for any 
lack of imagination by the strong architec- 
tural character of his work. ‘‘ The full ra 
of Maine’s powers as a wood carver,” he 
declared. ‘‘ can be seen in the library which 
was fitted up by Hopson between 1706-1708, 
some two years before the Cathedral was 
finished. The most striking feature in the 
design is the splendid wooden gallery with 
its thirty-two richly carved trusses or can- 
tilevers, for which Maine received £6 10s. a 
piece. These trusses project from pilasters 
running the full height of the lower range 
of presses. The gallery gives access to the 
upper presses and is provided with an open 
parapet, designed in this way for lightness 
and to afford as little obstruction to light as 
possible.

NOTTINGHAM, DERBY AND LINCOLN 
ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 


An Address on “ Housing.” 

Addressing a meeting of the Nottingham, 
Derby and Lincoln Architectural Society a 
short time ago, Miss Elizabeth Denby, 
Leverhulme Research Fellow, whose subject 
was ‘“ Housing from a Woman’s Point of 
View,” como to criticise housing schemes 
which were so designed that one had to stand 
on a chair to put money in the electric meter, 
on the edge of the sink to open the window, 
and on the edge of the bath to reach the 
gas meter. : 

The speaker pointed out that a woman 
required a house that was not only attractive 
to look at, but convenient and inexpensive to 
run, and reasonably near the kind of enjoy- 
ment she herself, her husband and children 
needed. At present the tendency seemed to 
be to build large blocks of flats, in the centre 
of the cities, or houses with gardens on the 
outskirts. Flats were unsuitable for families, 
and residents on the outskirts had no enjoy- 
ment and no real civic life. There was no 
happy medium. 

The speaker advocated a return to the 
Regency or Georgian period—terraces with 
gardens in the centre of the towns, and houses 
with larger gardens on the outskirts for people 
who oi them. There was not enough 
variet 


ety. 
Mr. W. G. Watkins presided. 


WEST YORKSHIRE SOCIETY. 


Presidential Address. 

Mr. F. L. Charlton, in his presidential 
address to the West Yorkshire Society of 
Architects, in Leeds, expressed the hope that 
architecture might now go on, following the 
crisis, but asked what lesson there was to be 
learned from those recent events. ‘‘ Can our 
profession give a lead to humanity to plan for 
better conditions of life for all? Can arma- 
ments be laid aside so that money may be 
freely spent on constructive and not obstruc- 
tive measures? Supposing the millennium 
has not yet arrived, and we still must guard 
ourselves against destruction from a ruthless 
enemy, and go on thinking in terms of respira- 
tors, bomb-proof shelters and trenches, are 
our present cities and towns, in their present 
form, adaptable for passive defence? Are our 
roads generally adequate for the evacuation 
of whole communities? 

‘I would say very much the reverse,’’ Mr. 
Charlton declared. ‘‘ We have not grown up, 
and our towns have not been built and 
planned with the view to withstand aerial 
attack. We have been thinking on these 
lines only for a very short time. In the past 
buildings of defence were built high. Shall 
we now have to build everything underground 
for safety? This cannot be the solution; 
rather must there be international law, a 
better understanding between nations, and a 
more Christian spirit, so that the dreadful 
fear of warfare be no longer our constant 
bogy, stultifying the creative mind and ren- 
dering constructive efforts worthless.”’ 

Turning to the vision of the future, the Pre- 
sident said : ‘‘ The problem is difficult, but I 
cannot help feeling that the area of a town’s 
expansion should be limited. When the agreed 
limitation in area is reached, other towns can 
be built, but limited to a population of about 
50,000, easily linked with a parent town, but 
not nearer than 10 to 12 miles. 

“‘TIf we had smaller towns, well planned 
for business, industry and people, with easy 
access to real country without miles and miles 
of urbanisation, we should find a more rested 
and efficient community.”

In the course of his in- 
augural address, the President, Mr. J. Ralph

DEVON AND CORNWALL 
ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 


Annual Dinner. 

Speaking on Friday, October 21, at 
Torquay, at the annual dinner of the Devon 
and Cornwall Architectural Society, Mr. 
R. F. Wheatly, F.R.I.B.A., Vice-President 
of the Society, expressed the hope that the 
Royal Institute would be alive to the 
dangers which threatened some of the small 
villages and. seaports in Devon and Corn- 
wall, the beauty of which would be 
destroyed by the Slum Clearance Act. 

Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, P.R.I.B.A., 
spoke of the activities of the Royal Institute 
in connection with national defence work. 
The most important of those activities, he 
said, was the compilation of a register of 
members, a detailed catalogue of all their 
resources in men and special abilities. 

Other obligations to be undertaken by the 
Institute would be the giving of counsel to 
those members who were uncertain as to the 
form their services could most usefully take 
and the determination of the call for pro- 
fessional service likely to be made upon them 
in general defence in any outbreak of war. 

There was also another obligation, although 
the speaker hoped it might never arise. 

“Civilian victims of war number many 
more than those who suffer merely bodily 
hurt,’ he continued. ‘‘ Potent. those 
whom war deprives of financial competence 
do not come to claim our help until our more 
immediate duties are done, and if those 
prophets be right who predict that no future 
war can be drawn out as was the last, the 
compassionate grants and employment 
should now always be less than it became 
twenty years ago. Nevertheless, it is a 
problem the Institute knows well that it may 
have to grapple with.”’ 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Devon and 
Cornwall Architectural Society,’’ the Mayor 
of Torquay, Alderman the Rev. I. Pugh, said 
he hoped that many of the old thatched cot- 
tages of Devon and Cornwall that they knew 
so well would remain, in spite of the Slum 
Clearance Act. 

Mr. J. C. C. Bruce, F.R.I.B.A., President 
of the Devon and Cornwall Society, said he 
believed Torquay Corporation were the first 
local body to call on the Society for a panel 
of architects. That was done three years ago 
as an experiment, and he thought the 
Society’s efforts had been greatly appre- 
ciated. Since that time other panels had 
been appointed by the Society and were

doing excellent work in various parts of 
Devon and Cornwall.

been taken by the Society with the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England with 
a view to making a record of the cottazes of 
those villages in North Derbyshire and West 
Yorkshire adjacent to Sheffield which are of 
architectural interest, and on which, should 
the question of demolition or reconditioning 
come up for consideration in the future, 
advice could be at once given as to the best 
way of dealing with them at very short 
notice. The report states that the task is no 
small one, but it is hoped gradually to acquire 
the necessary information. 


CARDIFF CIVIC SOCIETY. 


Annual General Meeting. 

The annual general meeting of the Cardiff 
Civic Society was held in the City Hall, 
Cardiff, on Friday, October 28, when the 
report for the previous session was presented 
by Principal J. F. Rees, M.A., Chairman 
of the Executive Committee. The Report 
showed that there had been an increase in 
membership, and that a considerable num- 
ber of items of importance to the city had 
been dealt with during the year. The 
subjects mentioned included the provision 
of play spaces for children in built-up 
areas, the suggested preparation of a com- 
prehensive survey of open-air facilities for 
athletics, games, etc., and the possibility of 
the formation of a salt-water lake by weiring 
the Taff. In the unavoidable absence of the 
Treasurer, the statement of accounts showing 
that the Society was in a healthy financial 
position was presented by the Hon. Secretary, 
Mr. W. S. Purchon, M.A., F.R.I.B.A. 

After the election of officers and _ the 
Executive Committee, an address was given 
by Mr. Stanley C. Ramsey, F.R.I.B.A., on 
“The City and Its Functions.’’ In the 
course of his address, Mr. Ramsey empha- 
sised that the chief function of the city is 
the production of a fine type of citizen who 
will then produce a fine city; fine, that is, 
in human qualities, well planned, greatly 
ordered, and conceived with imagination to 
enable human life to be lived at its highest. 
The speaker also mentioned the art of city 
building in the past, and showed how this 
art was lost and has since been regained for 
the re-creation of old towns and the building 
of new ones. He referred to the twin aims 
of creation and preservation. In the address, 
various types of towns and cities were con- 
sidered, as also were the subjects of the city 
in relation to its region, and the limitation of 
the growth of cities. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Ramsey was 
proposed by the Chairman, seconded by 
Principal J. F. Rees, and supported by Mr. 
T. Alwyn Lloyd, J.P, F.RIBA, 
P.P.T.P.I., Captain D. Brynmor Anthony, 
M.A., and Mr. H. B. Brainerd, A.B. 
B.Arch., of New York. A vote of thanks to 
the Chairman, Sir William Seager, D.L., 
J.P., was carried on the proposal of M». J. E. 
Emlyn Jones.

Mr. Reed’s article dealt with the problem aris- 
ing out of the severe erosion of the spillway- 
channel at Tongland dam in the Galloway 
power scheme, following the closing of the 
dam. 

On the results of the April, 1938, Associate 
Membership Examination (Sections A and B), 
at home and abroad, the Council have awarded 
the Bayliss Prize to Eric Cardale Whitaker, 
of Stockport, in respect of this examination. 
The Council have also ordered that 
Kuppuswami Subrahmanyan, of Colombo, 
should receive honorable mention. 


Breathing Apgountee for Use in Sewers. 
Recommendations in regard to breathing 
apparatus for use in sewers have recently 
been published by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. The publication is the work of 
a special Sub-Committee of the Institution 
Research Committee appointed in 1935, which 
contains members nominated by the Home 
Office, the Mines Department, the Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers, and the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors. 
This Sub-Committee examined  existin 
types of breathing apparatus and conten 
what modifications were desirable for work 
im sewers. The publication now issued com- 
prises an introduction indicating the scope of 
the recommendations and notes on the 
physiological aspects and types of breathing 
apparatus, recommendations for rescue work, 
and a specification of self-contained breathing 
apparatus, with finally an appendix pre- 
scribing a test of such apparatus.

THE AUCTIONEERS’ INSTITUTE. 


The Valuation of Licensed Premises. 
_Iy the course of a paper on “The Valua- 
tion of Licensed Premises, with Special Refer- 
ence to Assessment,”’ read by Mr. Sidney H. 
Motion at a meeting of the Auctioneers’ and 
Estate Agents’ Institute of the United King- 
dom, on Thursday, November 3, the author 
said it was impossible to deal fully with the 
various Acts of Parliament as they affected 
the valuation of licensed premises. He had 
m rind such Acts as the Landlord and 
Tenant Act, 1927; the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932; the Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act, 1935, and the 
Hou ing Act, 1936. All these affected licensed 
premises to a greater or lesser extent than 
other types of property, and he need therefore 
only mention any special considerations which 
arise under the Acts. 

Under the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1932, licensed premises fell into a special 
category, as they were subject to the juris- 
diction of the licensing justices. Certain 
alterations were often called for by the jus- 
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tices in the renewal of licences, but any ex- 
tensions or alterations to the premises might 
contravene the local town-planning scheme 
if the premises were included in a “‘ residen- 
tial area.”’- The nineteenth annual report of 
the Ministry of Health recommended that the 
planning authority should not unreasonably 
obstruct the brewers in giving effect to the 
justices’ requirements; at the same time it 
was pointed out that it might be necessary 
to oppose the alterations, for example, where 
road widening was contemplated. 

On the question of the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act, 1925, the speaker said : 
‘‘The principal object of this Act is to 
sterilise the land immediately adjoining roads 
to which the Act is applied, and it is now 
unlawful to build any roadside inn without 
the consent ofthe highway authority. It can 
readily be appreciated that the modern main- 
road house proves a great attraction to the 
brewer for both its profit-earning and adver- 
tising value. A house which is set back too 
far from the road is by no means such an 
attractive proposition. Under this Act also, 
extensions and _ alterations to roadside 
premises are curtailed and the provisions con- 
cerning access to and from a road particularly 
affect licensed premises where it is frequently 
desired to provide a ‘ draw in’ or ‘ car park ’ 
for the use of patrons. 


The Housing Act, 1936. 

‘‘ Licensed premises often form the sub- 
ject of a compulsory purchase order under 
Section 29 of the Housing Act, 1936, being 
land surrounded by a clearance area of adjoin- 


ing land, the acquisition of which is 
reasonably necessary for the satisfactory 
development or use of the area. The basis 


of compensation is contained in the Acquisi- 
tion of Land (Assessment of Compensation) 
Act, 1919, as modified by the First Schedule 
to the Housing Act. In practice an arrange- 
ment is generally reached with the acquiring 
authority, who agree to convey a site for the 
erection of new licensed premises somewhere 
within the clearance area in accordance with 
their plans for redevelopment. Application 
can then be made for a special removal of the 
licence referred to above. - Compensation 1s 
based on what I describe as a ‘ before and 
That is the difference between 
the market value of the premises compul- 
sorily acquired and the value of the new 
premises (based on the valuers’ estimated 
trading figures) less the cost of ‘building those 
premises.”’ : 

The speaker concluded by saying that 
although the provisions might vary in the 
various Acts under which land (property) 
could be acquired compulsorily, it might 
generally be said that the Lands Clauses 
(Consolidation) Act, 1845, and the Acquisi- 
tion of Land (Assessment of Compensation) 
Act, 1919, governed the basis of compensa- 
tion in all cases of compulsory purchase. 
Compensation was the value of the land to 
the owner under the former Act and market 
value under the latter. Compensation for dis- 
turbance was dealt with under the Lands 
Clauses Act.

OBITUARY 


Alfred Powles, F.R.1.B.A. 

The death is announced at Northwich, 
Cheshire, of Mr. Alfred Every Powles, 
F.R.I.B.A., J.P., aged 76 years. Mr. 
Powles was articled to the late John 
Douglas, of Chester, to whom he acted as 
assistant for nine years. Later he set up 
on his own account, eventually taking into 
partnership his assistant, Mr. William 
King, F.R.I.B.A. Together they executed 
a good deal of work, including the 
Victoria-road schools, Northwich (won in 
competition); the Guildhall, Winsford; 
offices at Winnington and Lostock for 
Brunner, Mond and Co., the North- 
wich Free Library ; a number of Territorial 
drill halls; and many houses, clubs, addi- 
tions to churches, ete., in the district. 

Mr. Powles, who was elected F.R.I.B.A. 
in 1905, was J.P. for the County of Chester, 
and held the appointment of architect to 
Chester Diocesan Church Schools Associa- 
tion. 


Andrew Mather, F.R.1.B.A. 

It is with regret that we record the death 
at the early age of 47 of Mr. Andrew 
Mather, F.R.I.B.A., F.1I.A.A., A.I.Struct-E. 
He had been in poor health for nearly two 
years. 

Most of Mr. Mather’s work was cinemas, 
and one of his best-known theatres, 
and one which brought his work in this 
direction into prominence was the old 
Capitol cinema, Haymarket. He was also 
responsible for the Leicester-square 
Theatre and, later, in 1931, was the archi- 
tect for the Empress Cinema, Brixton. For 
Odeon Theatres, Ltd., Mr. Mather de- 
signed over 30 cinemas in the south of 
England, and three in Scotland, two of 
which are being opened this month. 

He was also responsible for various 
blocks of offices and shops, and much 
work for the Inland Revenue and the 
Automobile Association, including the 
London Office, New Coventry-street, of the 
latter body. Mr. Mather was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Institute in 1934, after 
being a Licentiate for some years. 


E. L. Gaunt, A.R.1.B.A. 


Mr. Edward Lawrence Gaunt, A.R.I.B.A., 
died on November 7 at Ilkley. He was 62. 
The second son of the late Mr. John 
Edward Gaunt, a Bradford solicitor, he 
was educated at Bradford Grammar 
School, and was later articled to Mr. 
Thomas Baker, a Bradford architect. He 
became an Associate of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects in 1902, and 
established an office at Ilkley, where he 
designed a considerable number of private 
residences. _One of the most recent 
examples of his work is the new home for 
the Ilkley district nurses. Mr. Gaunt was 
on the committee of Ilkley Convalescent 
Home.

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LONDON BUILDING BY-LAWS—XXXVI\\

PART VIII.—MISCELLANEOUS (continued). 
Chimneys for Special Purposes. 

Tue requirements of By-law No. 132 are 
modified by those of No. 133 (3) in respect 
of chimneys for ovens, furnaces, boilers, 
or close fires, and for ranges or cooking 
apparatus used for trade purposes. 


For such purposes, where the flue ex- 
ceeds 80 sq. in. in area, the chimney 
becomes a “‘ chimney shaft,’’ and must be 
constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of By-law No. 119—that is to 
say, with Part VII of the by-laws, subject, 
of course, to the proviso to By-law No. 119 
permitting a chimney shaft within or 
forming part of a building to be con- 
structed in such manner as the district 
surveyor approves, provided the pre- 
scribed standard of stability is maintained 
and that the building is not endangered 
thereby through heat or through corro- 
sion of the structural steel. 


When the flue does not exceed 80 sq. in. 
in area, it must be surrounded with brick- 
work not less than 8} in. thick (that is an 
extra 44 in.) throughout the distance from 
the floor whereon the heating apparatus 
stands to the underside of the floor above 
in the case where such upper floor is of 
incombustible material, or to the upper 
surface where it is of combustible 
material. When there is no floor above, 
the extra thickness is to be employed up 
to the outer surface of the roof. 


It will be observed that chimneys for 
apparatus of the nature or for the purpose 
named must have the specified thickness 
of brickwork, the other materials 
enumerated in By-law No. 132 (2) (a) being 
excluded. 


These provisions are comparable with 
those of Section 69 (4) of the London 
Building Act, 1930; but differ therefrom in 
that the section of the Act related only 
to chimneys in connection with apparatus 
used for trade purposes, while in the case 
of the by-law the division made by the 
interpolation of the words “‘ or for ” in the 
category of apparatus referred to appears 
to indicate the intention that the by-law 
should relate to “any oven, furnace, 
boiler or close fire ’’ (whether for domestic 
or trade purposes), “or for a range or 
cooking apparatus used for trade or gain.” 


A proviso is added to paragraph (3) of 
the by-law permitting an existing flue sur- 
rounded by 4 in. of “‘ brickwork” to be 
adapted or used in connection with a close 
fire having an outlet exceeding 20 sq. in. 
but not exceeding 80 sq. in., subject to 
an incombustible pipe (with which the 
district surveyor must be satisfied) being 
placed as a lining to the flue in substitu- 
tion for the extra brickwork. 


Section 69 (5) of the London Building 
Act, 1930, required the chimney of a steam 
boiler or hot-air engine to have a height 
of not less than 20 ft., measured from the 
floor supporting the apparatus. 


In making a corresponding require- 
ment, by-law No. 132 (4) extends its opera- 
tion to a chimney used in connection with 
an internal combustion engine. The by- 
law requires the height of the chimney to 
be measured from the ground level instead 
of from the level of the floor supporting 
the apparatus. This would, of course, 
have the effect of requiring a greater 
height than did the Act in the case of an 
apparatus in a basement, and a less 
height where the apparatus is situated on 
an upper floor. 


The by-law adds a new requirement 
necessitating the chimney being at least 
20 ft. away from any other building which 
is a domestic building. This new require- 
ment may be expected to give rise to some 
interesting legal situations when an 
adjoining owner desires to erect a 
domestic building within 20 ft. of an exist- 
ing chimney of the nature in question.

HOUSING AND PUBLIC 
WORKS 


LOANS FOR MUNICIPAL SERVICES. 

Pustic bodies were authorised by Mr. 
Walter Elliot, the Minister of Health, to bor- 
row £24,810,454 for capital expenditure dur- 
ing the three months ended September 30, 
1938, a slight decrease on the amount author- 
ised in the corresponding period last year, 
when the figure was £25,689,179. Housing 
and education services accounted for more 
than half this sum, the sanctions for these 
purposes totalling £9,248,014 and £5,041,022 
respectively. It is, however, clear from the 
sanctions of nearly £14 million for the pro- 
vision of open spaces and swimming pools, 
etc., that local authorities are not overlook- 
ing the need for preserving open spaces. 

Other interesting sanctions are those for 
an aerodrome at Loughborough ;. the purchase 
of the Atheneum and other properties at 
Manchester for the extension of the Art Gal- 
lery; a civic centre, Walthamstow; a new 
cattle market and railway siding, Exeter; 
and for parking places at Southend-on-Sea, 
Frimley and Camberley. 

The details are as follows :—Housing 
£9,248,014; Municipal hospital services (in- 
cluding clinics, sanatoria and mental insti- 
tutions), £1,019,049; swimming pools, play- 
ing fields, recreation grounds, open spaces, 
etc., £1,206,470; water supply, £1,651,169; 
disposal of waste products (sewerage, sewage 
disposal and refuse destruction), £1,778,724 ; 
education services (including libraries and 
museums), £5,041,022; roads and bridges, 
£2,162,989; other services, £2,723,017; mak- 
ing a total of £24,810,454. 


HOUSING AND VOLUNTARY EFFORT. 

Mr. Robert Bernays, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Health, speak- 
ing on the recent occasion of the Annual 
Conference of the National Federation of 
Housing Societies at Liverpool, said the Hous- 
ing Societies of the country had helped to 
enlist, for the campaign against unhealthy 
housing conditions, that support which was 
essential to all social progress—the support 
of public opinion. Dealing with the progress 
made in the housing campaign, Mr. Bernays 
said that the surveys made in 1933 showed 
280,000 unfit houses. Since then further in- 
quiries had increased the number to 450.000. 
Up to the present local authorities had been 
mainly working at slum clearance and about 
220.000 houses had been built, with some 
75,000 in the course of erection and reaching 
completion at the rate of 7,000 a month. 

The survey carried out in 1936 had shown 
343.000 overcrowded houses. Since then 
12,000 houses had been built for the relief 
of overcrowding. Voluntary bodies had pro- 
duced over 5,000 houses for slum clearance 
and overcrowding, and their arrangements 
with local authorities provided for 5,000 
more. Besides their co-operation with the 
local authorities, Housing Associations could 
do invaluable work in sustaining public 
interest in housing. The co-operation of the 
Housing Societies was essential to the com- 
plete success of our national effort against 
unhealthy housing conditions.

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MUNICIPAL HOUSING 
ESTATES 


Tuz value of skilled property management 
in connection with the administration of 
municipal housing estates, including social 
work among the tenants, is emphasised in 
the Report of the House Management and 
Housing Associations Sub-Committee of the 
Central Housing Advisory Committee of the 
Ministry of Health, published recently by the 
Stationery Office, price 9d. 

‘““ At the beginning,’’ says the report, 
‘those who doubted the wisdom of slum 
clearance spoke with pessimism of ‘ tenants 
who would keep coals in the bath,’ and of 
the ‘ futility of trying to make a silk purse 
out of a sow’s ear.’ “We know now that as 
a general proposition these dismal prophecies 
were wrong. Yet waste both of the houses 
and of opportunity can and does occur; and 
it is to prevent such waste that management 
is required. ... It is, in effect, a form of 
social education and aims at ‘teaching a new 
and inexperienced community to be ‘ housing 
minded.’ ”’ 

On transfer to a municipal housing estate 
some families will need assistance in adjust- 
ing their lives to the new environment. Con- 
tact with tenants before transfer to the new 
houses is considered an essential preliminary 
to rehousing to enable local authorities to 
consider where families could best be placed; 
so far as possible, this contact should be 
established by the officer who will subse- 
quently be primarily in touch with the tenants 
after removal. Some authorities transfer 
families house by house and street by street, 
with the object of keeping friends. together, 
while others believe in mixing tenants of 
all standards in the belief that, given a 
better environment, all will ultimately im- 
prove. The Sub-Committee favour the prin- 
ciple of separating unsatisfactory families 
from one another and interspersing them 
amongst families of a good type. 

On inspection the Sub-Committee found 
very little furniture in a number of houses. 
This the Sub-Committee consider to be a 
real gap in housing administration and should 
be dealt with by local authorities by the use 
of the powers available to them under the 
Housing Act, 1936, which enables them to 
provide necessitous tenants with furniture in 
suitable. cases. 

While realising that people in this country 
resent interference in matters affecting their 
private life, the Sub-Committee consider that 
contact should be maintained, even with the 
best tenants, by occasional visits, in order 
to ensure that the house is being used to 
the best advantage. The Sub-Committee 
reach the conclusion that as the officer re- 
sponsible fur social service work will have 
most to do with the housewife when visiting 
the home there are strong reasons for em- 
ploying women for these duties. They also 
recommend that all managers should be 
trained in sociological subjects, such as the 
relief of distress by public and philanthropic 
agencies, unemployment and National Health 
Insurance, Widows’, Orphans’ and Old Age 
Pensions, rent and wages, scales of nutrition, 
working-class budgets, National Savings 
Scheme, and the activities of a community 
centre. 

It is suggested that all property should be 
thoroughly inspected at regular intervals, and 
decorations executed by rota. Paint should 
be used rather than distemper in such rooms 
as kitchens, sculleries and bathrooms; re- 
decorations should be the responsibility of the 
municipal landlord and should not be left 
to the tenant. Local authorities should exer- 
cise special care, says the report, in super- 
vising the construction of new thouses to 
ensure good workmanship and finish. They 
should also provide satisfactory accommoda- 
tion for aged people, preferably on cottage 
estates, and meet. the spiritual, social and 
recreational needs of people living on housing 
estates by the provision of open spaces for 
outdoor games and community centres, with 
assembly halls, club rooms, workshops, |ib- 
raries and gymnasia. The management 0 
such centres by properly qualified persons 
should be ensured. ,

THE CONTRACTOR’S OBLIGATIONS AND LIABILITIES—Y

POSSESSION OF THE SITE. 
Ir |as been pointed out that, in giving 
s ion of the site, the employer does not 
give a.y warranty to the contractor as to the 
site b ing a good one and fit to build upon, 
put merely that it is reasonably fit for the 
erection of the structure proposed to be built 
upon .t. But the employer does impliedly 
warra it that, should the contract be entered 
into, ie will actually provide the site and 
that he is entitled as of right to have a struc- 
ture erected upon it. This implication would 
protect @a contractor from an action for 
trespass where he had begun (or completed) 
building or engineering operations upon the 
site intended by the contract. This protec- 
tion probably would not be available if the 
contractor, who has had notice from some 
source of an irregularity in regard (say) to 
the ownership of the site, failed to make 
prudent inquiries before commencing the 
building operations. 

Building and engineering contracts, par- 
ticularly those of a formal kind (e.g., the 1931 
R.I.B.A. Form of Building Contract), usually 
state the time at which possession of the site 
will be given (as well, of course, as the time 
for completion). But in a large number of 
building and engineering contracts, particu- 
larly where smaller sums are involved, no 
time is specifically stated for possession of the 
site by the builder. In such a case, possession 
of the site must be given within a reasonable 
time after the signing of the contract. 


While it is impossible to define the ex- 
pression ‘‘ reasonable time,’’ it can at. least 
be generally interpreted within certain limits, 
and specifically in the individual case, as a 
question of fact. It can be stated definitely 
that where, owing to delay in obtaining 
possession of a site, the contractor is put to 
considerable expense, he can sue the em- 
ployer for this additional cost, provided, of 
course, that he does not waive his right. It 
may happen that, as the result of delay, the 
circumstances under which the contract was 


made have changed, or even the terms of the . 


contract may become inapplicable, and the 
contract impossible of performance. The 
following cases illustrate the point. 

A contractor contracted with the defendants, 
a water company, in the month of June, to 
lay a conduit pipe, and the defendants agreed 
to be ready at all times to give the contractor 
possession of the site to enable him to proceed 
with the works under the contract. Because 
of the company’s delay in giving possession 
of portions of the site to the contractor, the 
latter was thrown into the winter months, 
when wages were higher and the works were 
more difficult to construct. It was held, in an 
action by the contractor, that a summer 
contract having, by implication, been in the 
contemplation of the parties when the con- 
tract was made, the contractor was entitled 
to 2 quantum meruit, or in lieu damages, 
m respect of the increased expenditure which 
he had incurred by having to work under 
win'er conditions (Bush v. Whitehaven Port 
and Town Trustees (1888), 52 J.P. 392). 

The employer, however, is not liable, should 
the contractor be interfered with in the 
Possession of the site by the wrongful act of 
soms third party during the progress of the 
wor« itself—see Porter v. Tottenham U.D.C. 
(1915), 1 K.B., 776. In this case, after 
posession of the site had been given, the 
con ractor’s work was held up for several 
mo: ‘hs owing to a dispute as to whether a 
ceri1in street, from which to the building 
wor<s the contractor had contracted to build 
& roadway, was a public highway or not. 
Her, however, it was held that the 
defendants (the employers) were not liable 
to the contractor because of the wrongful 
inte-ference by a third party (the owner cf 
the soil of the street). 

Bit, whatever be the nature of the circum- 
stances which prevent the employer from 
Slving possession of the site to the contractor, 


be it interference by a third party even, the 
contractor can claim for loss occasioned by 
delay in obtaining possession because of the 
implied conditions existing at the time the 
contract is entered into : namely, that he (the 
employer) will, where no definite time for 
possession is contained in the contract, give 
possession within a reasonable time, and that 
he is entitled to contract with the contractor 
to erect a structure upon the particular site. 
As has been stated, formal building and 
engineering contracts usually state the date 
on which the builder is to obtain possession 
of the site. This, of course, is to the advan- 
tage of both parties to the contract. For 
example, they are aware of the period of the 
year in which the works are to be done, a 
matter which may be of considerable import- 
ance in the light of the case just considered, 
where work was carried over into the winter 
months. The usual clause in a formal type of 
contract is to the effect that possession of 
the site shall be given on or before the ‘‘ date 
for possession ’’ stated in the Appendix, to 
the contractor, who must thereupon and 
forthwith proceed with and complete the 
same. It follows that the time for possession 
of the site being made a term of the contract, 
if the contractor is delayed owing to the fact 
that he did not get possession of the site at 
the time agreed upon, the employer cannot 
exact any penalties from the contractor for 
any delay in completion of the works which 
can be shown to be due to the inability of 
the contractor to obtain possession of the site. 
A further result might follow where a con- 
tractor had entered into contractual relations 
with sub-contractors under  sub-contracts. 
Should a sub-contractor sue the contractor for 
damages caused by a breach by the employer 
of the nature we are now discussing (he could 
not sue the employer direct, because there is 
no privity of contract ketween sub-contractor 
and employer under the main contract, but 
only between contractor and sub-contractor), 
then the contractor can claim indemnity from 
the employer for any damages that might be 
awarded to a sub-contractor‘on this account.

It is no longer true to say 
that painting operations cannot be successfully 
earried vut during the winter months. There 
has been considerable advancement made in 
the manufacture of paints and enamels, also 
washable water-paints, and much of the in- 
convenience of having painters in the house 
has been eliminated by the improved 
processes.””’

BOOK REVIEWS 


The Evolving House: Rational Design. By 
ALBERT’ FARWELL Bemis. (Publishers : 
Technology Press, Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
British Agent: B. T. Batsford, Ltd.) 
Price 17s. net; three volumes. 


This is one of a series of bocks pub- 
lished in America, and it may be a 
culmination of certain prejudices on my 
part after having read these American 
efforts, or it may be just this particular 
volume—I cannot quite tell—but there 
is a hardness and a slickness of method 
of presentation in these U.S.A. products 
which at one and the same time gives 
a first impression of profound knowledge, 
and then almost cancels out what know- 
ledge it gives by a brittle mentality 
which almost suggests that flaws exist 
and are likely to occur in the course of 
the whole. Bemis has put a tremendous 
amount of work into this volume, which 
is the third of a triptych of books which 
set out to analyse the house. The first 
book (I am speaking from memory), was 
concerned with past history of the house, 
the second wolume was an analysis of 
the contemporary house, and this volume 
under review is an ambitious, sincere. 
thorough and very commendable effort to 
project the evolution of the house into 
the future. 


What Bemis has done is to drive clean 
through so-called new methods of build- 
ing design and construction. In order 
to rationalise house-building, he has 
stated that new materials and variations 
of construction in new forms are of no 
use whatsoever, since they do not get at 
the root of the disorganisation of the 
building industry. He is thinking in 
terms -of mass-production. What he has 
done is to invent (and it is a definite 
invention, because it is patented in 
various countries) a system which is 
described as the ‘‘ Cubical Modular 
Method.” It consists briefly of taking a 
cube, sub-dividing that cube into points 
which create possible junctions; project- 
ing the cube on to such parts as sloping 
roofs, and in every way extending the 
use of this one norm which has a dimen- 
sion of a few inches only. The system 
is-an elaborate one; it is thoroughly 
worked out, though. written in a style 
which is not easy to understand. I feel 
that the author is possessed of that rather 
geometric sort of mind which one finds 
in Maths. masters, and, not unlike this 
isolated race of teachers, there is tend- 
ency for the teacher to become wrapped 
up in a subject, and to be unaware of 
the difficulties which the students have 
in absorbing what is to them a compli- 
cated problem. Sir James Jeans once 
described the stars in a way that could 
be understood; this book is the antithesis 
of Jeans’s efforts in astronomy. If the 
system could be made simple by lectures, 
then this book might .be practical as 
answering all the problems that would 
arise from that first knowledge. As it 
stands, it is not clear, and of course it 
is not practical, for the simple reason 
that the material which the norm re- 
quires to be built in does not exist. 


At the end of the book, there is a rather 
careful study of new systems of house 
construction which have been brought 
about since the war. This supplement 
is by John’ Burchard, 2nd; and it con- 
sists: of two or three hundred axono- 
metrics of new methods in America, 
France, England, Germany. The. Dimax- 
ion house is described, for instance; and 
the Aluminaire and the Weir; and Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s work on Concrete Con- 
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struction: in fact, most of the methods 
that have been adopted. This supplement 
in itself forms an interesting method of 
comparing the possibilities of construc- 
tional methods.

Surveying and Field Work. New and. Re- 
vised Edition. By James WILLIAMSON, 
‘ M.Inst.C.E. (Constable, 20s. net.) 


The author of this work is chief engineer 
to Sir William Arrol and Co., Ltd., and its 
pages demonstrate very clearly his practical 
familiarity with his subject. The scope of 
this edition has been considerably enlarged, 
and it has been brought thoroughly up to 
date. While the descriptions of the older 
types of surveying instruments have been 
retained, details have been introduced of the 
latest and more efficient types. 

It is a complete manual of the subject, and 
should take its place as the standard text- 
book, both for the student and for the 
advanced practitioner. Clearly printed and 
very lucidly written, it is prefaced by a com- 
plete and detailed table of contents, and a 
notable feature is provided by the insertion 
of a preamble to each chapter setting out 
very clearly the scope and argument of what 
follows. This latter in itself greatly increases 
ease of reference. 

The illustrations are (with one or two 
exceptions) excellent, particularly those illus- 
trating the theodolite, its various parts, and 
the use of verniers. Eat 

Starting with the fundamental principles 
of surveying, the author proceeds to a descrip- 
tion of chain surveying, the use of the optical 
square, compass and sextant, level, and 
theodolite, traversing and triangulation, and 
tacheometry. There are also yes ere on the 
adjustment. of instruments, calculation of 
areas and of volumes from plans and cross- 
sections, and by the prismoidal formula, 
setting out building and engineering works, 
and plotting on paper from notes obtained 
in the field. Throughout, the process 1s 
described step by step, practical hints based 
on the author’s experiences are given for both 
office and field work, and attention is directed 
to difficulties and errors that may arise, and 
methods for overcoming them are indicated. 
There are many practical examples fully 
worked out (for example, in the setting out 
of works on the site), and we are shown what 
to look for and what to avoid. An appendix 
contains tables of geometrical and _ trigono- 
metrical formule, areas and volumes, metric 
conversion tables, corrections for chain 
lengths measured on slope, and other useful 
information. 

Of particular interest is a new section 
describing a simplified method of tacheo- 
metry. By the use of the specially marked 
staff illustrated (the zero reading of which 
is 4 ft. 6 in. above the base), the central 
stadia hair is disregarded, the bottom hair 
being set to staff zero, and a reading taken 
on the upper hair. The bottom hair is thus 
used for two purposes: to obtain distances, 
and to act as index for elevations. The only 
staff reading thus required is that of the upper 
hair. This method may be employed with the 
normal staff markings if a constant mark is 
used for the lower hair and the necessary 
allowance made. The author claims that he 
has proved the accuracy of this method over 
16 years’ experience, and shows that much 
valuable time is saved both in the field and 
in the office. The necessary tables and 
instructions are given for the reduction of 
elevations by this method, and a reduction 
diagram is included as an alternative to the 
use of tables. E. W. Leanine.

Private Sewers. 

Srr,—Some 20 years ago five houses were 
built on a field, within a borough boundary, 
by a private individual. These being some 
considerable distance from a public sewer, 
it was decided to deal with their sewage 
by laying a private sewer connected to a 
small sewage disposal plant which was kept 
in order by a local builder who attended to 
it weekly. Two years ago these houses were 
sold to different people who claimed that as 
two or more houses discharged their sewage 
into the private sewer it became a public 
sewer, and it was the duty of the borough 
council to keep same in order together with 
the sewage disposal plant. Are they right 
in their contention ? ANNOYED. 


White-Glazed Wall Tiling. 

Srr,—Within the past few weeks we have 
received two or three complaints from clients 
to the effect that the white-glazed wall tiling 
in houses of our erection is coming away 
from the wall. We have inspected the tiling 
and in each case it has been necessary to 
take down as much as 3 super yds.—all in 
one area. ‘The interesting point is the work 
has been done 12 to 18 months, and is 
apparently only just showing signs of loosen- 
ing from the backing. In each case the tiler 
worked on cement-screeded brick walls, and 
had ample supplies of cement mortar for bed- 
ding the tiling as the work proceeded. Facili- 
ties were supplied for soaking the tiles for 
an hour or so before fixing. The tiles are of 
reputable manufacture, and in place of the 
more usual keyed holes, the backs are scored. 
Is there any method of working or substance 
that is likely to help these tiles key better?

ANSWERS. 
intercepting Traps. 


[Answers To ‘G. G.,’’ OcroBer 22.) 

Srr,—The important matter raised revuires 
further consideration than that given to it in 
the replies in the issue of November 4. The 
omission in the new Model By-laws is not 
the only important omission in that inodel. 
As an architect of more than 50 years’ experi. 
ence, I am emphatically of the opinion that 
the insertion of an intercepting trap is a 
necessity, and should be compulsory. There 
are many good reasons for its insertion, and 
no sound one for its omission. The sewers 
are not always satisfactory; and it should 
also be remembered that connection has, in 
some districts, to be made to a cesspool 
which is always more or less foul. The traps 
on the fitments are not always to be relied 
upon, and may dry up. The gulleys are 
generally, and should be, provided with in- 
spection openings and covers, which latter 
may be displaced or broken. In the case of 
epidemics, the absence of an _ intercepting 
trap might be the cause of spreading infec. 
tion from house to house by means of com- 
munication vid the sewer. ‘he fact that the 
stopper in the intercepting trap may become 
dislodged is no argument against the fitting 
of an intercepting trap; it is merely evidence, 
where it occurs, of fauliy construction or 
carelessness. There are several mechanical 
devices for effectively securing the stopper, 
while allowing for its removal in cases of 
necessity. 

If a stoppage occurs at the intercepting 
trap it is due either to defective construction 
or to some carelessness in allowing foreign 
matter to get into the drain. There are other 
places where stoppage may occur; perhaps 
the most usual is in the gulley into which 
the scullery-sink waste discharges. In my 
opinion each house drain should be separately 
ventilated, independently of the sewer, which 
should be efficiently ventilated by the local 
authority. 

*“ Lex ”’ refers to a report dated 1912. It 
cannot be accepted that a report 26 years old, 
whatever its view may be, is a final, or even 
a recent, opinion. The Model By-laws 
issued by the Ministry of Health in 1935 in- 
clude a By-law No. 61 requiring the inser- 
tion of an intercepting trap. The view ex- 
pressed by ‘“‘ Lex ’’ does not appear to be 
followed by the local authorities. I have before 
me a number of local by-laws of much later 
date than 1912—viz., 1925 to 1935, all of 
which require an intercepting trap, follow- 
ing the drafting of that Model By-law No. 61, 
of 1935. The London By-laws, dated 1934, 
also make provision for the insertion of an 
intercepting trap, though there that is not 
made compulsory, as the borough couacils 
are empowered by Act of Parliament ‘o re- 
quire the provision of such trap wherever 
they think fit. In my experience they 
always do so require. The fact that the new 
Model By-laws do not make mention of an 
intercepting trap does not prevent any local 
authority including in their by-laws, ‘ade 
under Section 61 of the Public Health Act, 
1936, a by-law in the words of No. 61 «' the 
Model By-laws of 1935; and I do not ‘hink 
that the Ministry of Health would reje.t it.

Sir,—The definition given in a bui-ding 
encyclopedia is ‘‘ Interceptor—a trap p!aced 
between a drain and a sewer to preven‘ the 
passage of sewer gas and vermin.” Ii the 
interceptor is omitted, then the drain (house) 
becomes a sewer and is likely to become foul 
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with gas and vermin. The _ interceptor 
chamb r, which is usually a manhole, being 
the depest part of any house-drain, the 
chamb>r has a fresh-air inlet and takes in 
air wich, drawn through a pipe, emits any 
smelis through the ventilating shaft. The 
syste’ is self-supporting ; this cannot be the 
case i: the house-drain is in direct communi- 
cation with the sewer. There is also the 
question of the flooding of the sewer, when 
one m ist have a proper interceptor with anti- 
floodi'g apparatus attached. Ihave 
exami ed many drainage systems and have 
seldon found a stopper left out or blown out. 
On row works a class of interceptor is 
installed that has a locking arrangement, the 
stoppcr being attached toa chain. As regards 
the question of flooding, this could take place 
in an open drain connected with sewers as 
well as with an interceptor. Another factor 
of importance is the settlements which take 
place in earthenware drainage. Sewer gas 
could then in large quantities find its way 
into buildings, for ventilation shafts seldom 
get any attention ; rust often collects on bends 
internally and can in time cause a blockage. 
In my opinion the only effective drainage, if 
the interceptor is abandoned, is the heavy 
cast-iron type with special inspection cham- 
bers, the cover of which is part of the drain- 
pipe and is fixed down with a rubber washer 
and gunmetal bolts, but these are not easily 
accessible in case of blockage; the most con- 
venient is a manhole with a double-seal cover. 
The question of gullies drying out in a dry 
summer is most important. The intercepting 
trap is, in my opinion, the most important 
factor in first-class sanitation. G. W. H. 
Wasps Under Floor. 
[Answer To ‘‘H. P.,’? NovemBer 4.] 
Sir,—Wasps travel some distance from 
such an entrance as air bricks under floors. 
I therefore advise taking up portions of the 
oak flooring until the wasps’ nests are located. 
Once these are discovered they can easily be 
destroyed with a little calcium cyanide. An 
alternative method is to cover all air bricks 
under the floor with perforated copper or 
zinc sheeting, the size of the perforations 
not to exceed ;'; in. diameter.

Wall Treatment for Kitchen. 
[Answers To “ E. T.,’? NovemBer 4.] 


Sir,—Coloured glass should make an ideal 
wall covering for a kitchen. In the case of 
the kitchen that is bare brickwork painted, 
remove the paint down to the brick. The 
walls will then need to be treated with a 
material that gives adhesion for the mastic, 
which is applied in blobs on the back of the 
serrated glass, which is usually 3 in. thick. 
Fairly large sheets can be used. In the case 
of tiling, the paint must be entirely removed 
and the brickwork rough-hacked, and_ the 
wall rendered in a first coat of Portland 
cement and sand. A second coat will need 
to be applied; the tiles should be well soaked 
and buttered on the back and fixed by a 
tiler (this means two trades—i.e., plasterer 
and tiler). In the case of glass, only one 
tradesman is necessary. But whether matt 
or g'ossy tiles are used, without good ventila- 
tion condensation is bound to result.

T:eatment of Walls Before Papering.

S:.,—It is impossible to put paper or dis- 
temy2r on new walls without discoloration. 
You can treat the walls with neutraliser, 
whic: will hold back a certain amount of 
alka’, but there is no definite guarantee; 
for ‘,e first year it is advisable to apply a 
diste nper of a non-washable type and of a 
colour not affected by acids. In a year the 
plast-r will have dried; the distemper should 
be washed off and the walls sized and rubbed 
dowr. Then most expensive papers will not 
be sy oilt by acids or the drying re of Sap 
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Sir,—If quick papering is essential, a fairly 
thin coat of plaster should be used; - this 
should have a low moisture content and a 
minimum amount of moisture should be 
added during mixing. W. E. W. 


Flush Doors.

Srr,—The grain of this Columbian pine is 
porous, and if a darker shade is required it 
should be given two applications of filler, 
followed by a coat of stain of the colour 
desired, and finally a coat of varnish. If 
staining and varnishing has to be avoided 
the filler used should be tinted to the shade 
desired.

Srr,—The question is not quite clear. Does 
the querist require a figured door, to polish 
and be left in natural colour, with the 
beauty of the wood showing?

Architects’ Fees.

Srr,—Such competition as is outlined by 
querist is not contemplated in the code 
of professional practice, though, as he truly 
remarks, it might lead to a breach of the code 
—even though no real definition is given of 
what competition really is. Whether any 
action could be taken in respect of the 
breach is another matter. If it is not con- 
templated (as stated above) in the code— 
it is thought not. It must always be borne 
in mind that the code has no place in the 
contract of service with the employer, nor 
can an architect enforce the scale of profes- 
sional charges unless they are part of his con- 
tract with the employer. Lex. 


Cesspools.

Srr,—In general, a local authority is em- 
powered to make regulations as to cesspools, 
septic tanks, or other design of tanks for the 
reception or disposal of foul matter. Model 


J 


“by-law 115 requires that a cesspool must be 


impervious to liquid from the outside or in- 
side, and ventilated. This does not apply to 
a septic tank (although ventilation is some- 
times provided), as the whole plant should be 
airtight. It is doubtful whether a local 
authority would refuse approval of a modern 
design of septic tank, as these tanks are pre- 
ferable to the old-fashioned cesspools.

Srr,—The model by-laws, and the by-laws 
of nearly all of the local authorities, require, 
amongst other things, that a cesspool 
be steined dry and made impervious to 
liquid from the outside or the inside. Fur- 
ther, there must not be any discharge or 
overflow from it, and it must be adequately 
ventilated (see also Section 50 of the Public 
Health Act, 1936). But this does not pre- 
clude the provision of a proper septic tank 
on the lines indicated by ‘‘ Country.’’ On 
the contrary, both the model by-laws and the 
Act of 1936 provide for such a tank being 
installed. No authority can refuse to approve 
such a tank, and, if it does, the matter 
should be brought to the notice of the 
Minister of Health. Lex.

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TRAINING OF PLUMBING 
TEACHERS 


A MEMORANDUM on “The Training of 
Plumbing Teachers’? has been prepared 
jointly by the Plumbing Trades National 
Apprenticeship Council and the Advisory 
Committee on Plumbing. A preface to the 
memorandum explains the difficulty of ob- 
taining suitable teachers of plumbing subjects 
and states that the problem of providing 
suitable opportunities for the better training 
of existing and potential teachers has been 
the subject of grave concern to all interested 
in the technical education of the young 
plumber. 

With regard to the qualifications of 
teachers, it is stated that for the important 
institutions in large towns where there are 
a number of classes, some of them being 
duplicate classes, separate teachers should be 
employed for theoretical instruction, practical 
instruction, and instruction in ancillary sub- 
jects. These teachers should possess the 
following qualifications: (1) For practical 
work it is considered that a teacher should 
at least possess the first-class final certificate 
of the City and Guilds, and that he should 
have had experience as a journeyman 
plumber; (2) the teacher of the theory of 
plumbing should have a similar qualification 
to the teacher of practical plumbing, includ- 
ing, where possible, the full technological 
certificate of the City and Guilds, and a 
wider knowlege of and qualifications in sani- 
tation; (3) the teacher of plumbing science 
should have had a sound training in mathe- 
matics in addition to science. If possible, he 
should be a graduate, in which case he should 
possess the ability to interest his students in 
the application of science to plumbing. 

The teachers of the remaining ancillary 
subjects such as geometry, calculations, and 
building construction, should possess the 
qualifications usually required for such work. 
In the case of institutions where a number 
of separate classes cannot be conducted, the 
same teacher may be employed to do both 
practical work and theory, but he should 
possess the qualifications referred to under 
(1) and (2) above. A separate teacher pos- 
sessing similar qualifications to those set forth 
in paragraph 3 might be employed to under- 
take the science and ancillary subjects. 

For the smaller institutions, in the absence 
of teachers possessing the above qualifications 
it may be necessary to utilise a plumber 
who has had good practical experience and 
possesses a fair knowledge of the theory of 
plumbing. He should be able to give 
evidence of ability to study and to impart 
knowledge to others and have had 
reasonably good education. Better facilities 
need to be developed in the larger centres for 
more advanced instruction in the work of 
the plumbing industry and in the related 
subjects of sanitation and domestic engineer- 
ing. For these classes, teachers possessing 
outstanding qualifications are essential. 

The memorandum states that principals 
of technical colleges and institutions and 
teachers can do a great deal to encourage 
voung plumbers of outstanding ability to 
take up teaching. Copies of the memorandum 
and information mav be obtained from Mr.

These will be spacious 
buildings, costing at least about £10,000.
